Hooper was raised on the Hooper family farm 
in North Milton P E I and is a 6 th generation 
descendant of David Hooper of Devonshire, England, 
who settled in Milton P E I in 1808, and a Great 
Grandson of Edward T Carbonell, Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of Prince Edward Island, 1919- 
1922. 

David received his elementary education in a one 
room school in North Milton and from there advanced 
to Charlottetown Rural High School, Prince of Wales 
College, the University of Prince Edward Island 
(UPEI) and the University of Ottawa. In 1973 he began work at UPEI as a laboratory 
instructor and research chemist, as well as taking up residence on the family farm as a 
part time farmer, growing potatoes and assisting in the dairy operation. 

During the 1970s and 1980s David also taught instructional courses in computer for 
youth and farmers, and became active in municipal and provincial political circles 
where he developed a lifelong interest in policy and planning, serving on Milton and 
Charlottetown Area Planning Boards. At this time he also developed his hobbies of: 
sawmilling, sustainable forestry, maple syrup production and genealogy research. 

He has volunteered in the 4-H and Co-op movements for many years, holding various 
offices while serving as a director.

Business Arising from the Minutes: 

Learning Centres Audit 

The Executive Director reported that he had requested and received confirmation from 
each Learning Centre’s accounting firm of the legal requirements for a full audit of the 
Learning Centre. The responses ranged from always required, required for an income 
value above a specified amount to, not required at all. 
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After discussion, it was moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by A. B. Loopstra and 
carried, “that each Learning Centre in existence and those approved in the future, in 
conformance with the governing legislation of the jurisdiction under which it was 
incorporated as a registered charity, be given the choice to engage an independent 
licenced public accountant to perform either a full audit or a review engagement. This 
must be conducted in accordance with the requirements of the Auditing and Assurance 
Standards Board for each future year-end of the Learning Centre”. 

The Handbook and the licencing agreement will be updated to reflect this change. 
Individual Learning Centres may also need to revise their bylaws as well. 

Redirection of Donation 

The request by a donor to the Foundation to have donated funds re-directed has been 
resolved to the satisfaction of both the Foundation and the individual making the 
request. 

“Penny for Your Thoughts” Campaign 

B. W. Gilkinson reported that the “Penny for Your Thoughts” campaign has officially 
closed. However funds from penny collections can still be forwarded to the Foundation 
as such. 

Certificate of Continuance 

D. S. Skinner reported that an application for a certificate of continuance under the 
Canada Not-for-Profit Act (CNPA) must be submitted by October 2014 following 
approval by two thirds of the members of the Foundation present and voting. The 
CNPA requires a more specific definition of purposes of the organization than are 
currently in the Letters Patent. As well, ex-officio directors are no longer permitted. 

This means that a revision to the bylaws covering directors and membership are 
required. 

After discussion, it was agreed that D. S. Skinner and C. R. Townshend will prepare 
revised purposes and bylaws for review by legal counsel expert in charity and tax law. 
The resulting document will be sent to directors for comment as soon as it is ready. 

After comments have been received and compiled, the revised document will be 
presented at the April 2014 directors meeting for approval. 

Treasurer's Report and Investments Committee Report 

Copies of the Treasurer’s report were distributed prior to the meeting. It was moved by 
D. S. Skinner, seconded by A. B. Loopstra and carried, “that the report be approved”. 

Copies of the Investment Committee report were distributed prior to the meeting. It was 
moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by R. A. H. Brown and carried, “that the report be 
approved”. D. S. Skinner noted that the Foundation needs to generate $650,000 in 
cash and unrealized gains to cover budgeted expenses.

D. S. Skinner noted that the 
amount budgeted for Directors’ meetings had been increased to $25,000 to cover a 
special directors meeting should one be required.

3. Revised Statutes and Regulations have been prepared and distributed. 

4. A revised Manual for Officers has been prepared and distributed. Thanks are 
due to III. Bro. Robert Brethour. He was diligent in contributing to the success of 
this project. 

5. An additional part time administrative staff person was hired on contract to assist 
in the office and to improve its capacity to discharge the duties expected of it. 

6. The Supreme Council and Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation databases have 
been transferred to the Cloud management system through the auspices of 
Cloud IT. This will improve the ability to input and utilize data, generate reports 
and safeguard its integrity and reliability. The ability to make donations to the 
Foundation should also be enhanced. 

7. New arrangements were made to have technical support available to the office 
and to review the suitability of its computer hardware and software as hardware 
ages and the support deadline for our current software program approaches. 

8. The winter edition of the Clarion was produced and circulated to the membership. 
That distribution prompted a significant increase in donations to the SRCF 
through the blue envelopes supplied with the magazine. 

Conferences Attended 

Report on the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 
February 2013, Kansas City, Missouri 

Sharon and I attended this conference, together with III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, our 
Sovereign Grand Commander. My duties focused on the Grand Secretaries 
Conference and its theme of “Learning, Sharing and Doing-Keys for Masonic 
Greatness.” Curtiss Mundahl, President of the Association, made opening remarks and 
reports of the Secretary-Treasurer, Memorials Committee and Audit and Finance 
Committee were received. 

Presentations or reports were then made as follows: 

The Keynote Address was delivered by Jeffrey Sowder, PGM, Kansas.

National Masonic Foundation - a report on efforts made to identify at risk students and 
support them was delivered by Earl Washburn, who then introduced Tom Decker. Mr. 
Decker made a powerful presentation regarding the full import of what the term “at risk” 
entails and the efforts of the Masonic Model Student Assistance Program to assist those 
constituting at risk youth. 

Mentoring Portal - Robert Conley, PGM, Michigan, presented on the use of a computer 
program to allow the tracking of those demonstrating interest in becoming a member on 
the Grand Lodge website through to a time approximately three years after they have 
received their Master Mason’s degree. He detailed the crucial role communication 
plays in attracting and retaining members. Your Supreme Council office now receives 
regular newsletters regarding Grand Lodge initiatives in Michigan designed to further 
these goals. 

Treasurer Issues - Michael Jungel, PGM, Michigan, reported on the not so benign 
neglect that the office of Treasurer receives in many Masonic bodies and the perils of 
not having competent and well informed people in this office. 

Masonic Service Association - an update was given by George O. Braatz, PGM 
regarding the association and its publications, hospital visitation programmes, and its 
work to maintain a recognition chart and membership chart on its website that covers 
both Canada and the United States. 

Social Media - Eric Smith, a young and technologically adept Worshipful Master from 
Indiana made a thought provoking presentation on methods of social media 
communication. He covered the advantages of utilizing these forms of communication 
and stressed the pitfalls and dangers that can be encountered if such forms of 
communication are used carelessly. 

Commission on Recognition - a report was made given the current state of recognition 
regarding Masonic Grand Lodges in France, Bolivia, Baja, Bulgaria, Mexico, Paraguay, 
Tahiti and Detroit. There was also a discussion regarding Prince Hall Masonry. 

Internal Revenue Service - J. D. Cole, PGM presented on the changing face of taxation 
requirements and the difficulties Masonic bodies can encounter when they do not 
remain current and comply fully with them. This discussion was timely and relevant to 
the situation regarding Canada Revenue in this country. 

Report on the All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

April 5 - 6, 2013, Winnipeg, Manitoba 

III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, Lieutenant Grand Commander, attended, in my stead, this 31 st 
conference as an observer accompanied by III. Bro. Roz Iwanicki, Deputy for Manitoba. 
III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown was registered as the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge 
of Saskatchewan. 
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All ten Grand Lodges of Canada and the District Grand Lodge of Scotland (NFLD) were 
in attendance, accounting for 31 delegates, as well as 10 observers from the Scottish 
Rite and Manitoba concordant bodies. 

An informal roundtable discussion took place before the formal opening of the 
conference, which dealt with diverse issues including Jobs Daughters, the Shrine, 
Grand Lodge National in France, technology, membership and leadership challenges 
and the influx of new initiates. 

The Conference theme was “Masonic Education - Who is Responsible for What?” 

GM Paul Mailhot, Quebec presented a paper on Masonic Education/Knowledge, asking, 
“Should Grand Lodge engage in Masonic education?” He discussed ritual and 
uniformity, protocol, constitution, administrative procedures and Masonic culture and 
concluded that Grand Lodges must engage in educating their members. 

GM Garry Dowling, Ontario presented on Masonic Education in Ontario, including ritual 
instruction, mentoring, College of Freemasonry, individual education for good or bad via 
the internet, and individual lodge endeavours. He concluded that Grand Lodges have 
an important role to play in education; however, they need to get better at delivering it. 

PGM Don Beattie, Manitoba presented on the Mysteries of Freemasonry describing 
more esoteric knowledge and the reasons for some practices involving the General 
Charge, the communication of secrets in the various degrees etc. 

Each jurisdiction gave reports on the events occurring within its territory and spoke of 
the delivery of education therein. Other reports included: 

Report on the Conference of Grand Masters of North America 
Report on the Conference of Grand Secretaries of North America 
Report on the Western Canada Conference 
Report on the Commission for Recognition 
Statistical data from each jurisdiction was recorded. 

PGM Goodmanson, Manitoba gave an update on the Human Rights Museum and its 
scheduled opening slated for September 2014. 

GM Krause, Saskatchewan spoke about the Tri-jurisdictional Outdoor Lodge involving 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Montana. There the EAD of the York Rite, Canadian and 
American rituals are demonstrated. 

PGM and GS Terence Shand, Ontario reported recommendations on recognition as 
follows: 
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Baja, California has two GLs, both to reconcile and only one GL meets the standards 
for recognition 

Bolivia has two GLs, however, only one meets the standards for recognition 
Bulgaria is suspended from recognition of both GLs until a resolution of their dispute 

Grand Lodge National of France - the situation is showing some progress as a new 
Grand Master has been installed. A new GL in France has been informed. The Grand 
Lodge of Austria withdrew its recognition. The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province 
of Ontario recognizes the GNLF; however, no fraternal relations exist. 

Paraguay has two GLs, neither of which meets the standards for recognition. One is 
actually subordinate to the Supreme Council of Paraguay. 

The Modern Masonic GL of Detroit admits both men and women as members and does 
not meet the standards for recognition. 

DGM Don Campbell, Ontario presented a recommendation that Prince Hall be invited to 
this conference. Six of the ten GLs in attendance recognize Prince Hall. Prince Hall has 
not made any request for this consideration. Therefore, in these circumstances, it was 
decided not to act on the recommendation. 

DGM Steven Allen, New Brunswick gave an address on “Masonic Career Engagement 
Framework” which was focused on individual members. 

GM David Roth, Alberta led a structured demonstration of a Masonic debate on 
“Membership-Quality vs. Quantity”. 

Ad Hoc Committees 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander, in Winnipeg, announced that three focuses on his 
triennium would be Membership, Leadership and Communications. He stated that he 
would oversee the Membership portfolio while III. Bro. Terry McLean and I would be 
responsible for Leadership and Communication respectively. Actions regarding the 
Communication portfolio will be the subject of a separate report. 

Closing Remarks 

The administrative work of our Rite would not be accomplished without the diligent 
efforts of a number of dedicated people both within and without the Supreme Council 
office. This was a year of focus on the Deputies and their roles. Their usual able and 
timely assistance to the office when requested was appreciated, as was their 
willingness to attend in Hamilton and engage in an excellent meeting wherein all gained 
a greater understanding of their role and how it can discharged and supported. The 
exchange of ideas in frank discussion bodes well for the progress of the Rite, at all 
levels, going forward. 
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It is easy to express appreciation for the capable manner in which the staff of the office 
discharged their functions with competence and good nature. It is all the easier when 
one considers that this was my first year in the position of Grand Secretary-General. I 
express my thanks to III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, Chief Operating Officer and Carol Burke 
for their continuing efforts in addressing capably the work of the office and to Leslie 
Drake, who seamlessly integrated herself into much of its day to day operations and 
fulfilled all expectations most capably in her first year of employment with the Scottish 
Rite. 

My heartfelt appreciation is extended to III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, LGC. III. Bro. McLean 
was a wise mentor in making my transition into the role of GSG as smooth as possible. 
He has extensive experience in the roles of COO and GSG and was quick to share it as 
the year progressed. I note with gratitude his willingness to attend the All Canada 
Conference in Winnipeg and other meetings when family commitments prevented my 
participation. Thank you so much.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2013, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were 
approved following a meeting with our auditors and can be found in the “Preliminary 
Proceedings.” The Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report 
of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2013, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2013, your Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain floss] on investments in the 
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amount of $ 32,062 as compared to an excess of over expenses over revenue in the 
amount of $ 39,564 for fiscal 2012. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Proceedings" present the results of operations for the year 
ended May 31, 2013 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 
2012 . 

The Draft Budget found in the “Preliminary Proceedings“outlines in detail the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31, 2013 compared to the 2013 budget approved at 
last year’s annual session of Supreme Council. 

In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget i.e. Revenue 
[$ 218,073 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 205,450], Activities [$ 12,018 
actual compared to budgeted amount of $16,100 and Officers and Committees 
[$ 84,471 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 82,530]. 

Areas of significant difference are as follows: Administration [$ 169,415 actual 
compared to budgeted amount of $156,820], Annual Sessions [$ 54,909 excess of 
expenses over revenue after travel of $ 27,999 compared to budgeted amount of 
excess of expenses over revenue after travel of $ 25,000], Net Investment Income 
[$ 70,678 actual compared to budgeted amount of $ 75,000]. 

The difference in Administration costs can be basically attributed to two issues: 

1. Increased salaries and managerial costs for staffing in the office of the Grand 
Secretary-General in a year of staff transition. 

2. Computer and web-site up-grades and changes. 

Again, with the various learning centres obtaining independent status, the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation reduced the Supreme Council clerical service hours allocation 
percentage together with related expenses and these additional operating costs were in 
turn allocated to Supreme Council in the areas of staffing and equipment cost allocation 
etc. 

The hosting of the Annual Session of Supreme Council continues to be a proverbial 
problem with ever escalating costs and generally declining attendance. 

Financial Instruments 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
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quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized gain on 
investments in the amount of $ 82,479 which resulted in an overall excess of revenue 
over expenses of $ 50,435 [i.e. $ 82,497 - $ 32,062], 

In addition, Supreme Council took the necessary steps to comply with recent changes 
recommended by the Institute of Chartered Accountants for not for profit organizations 
as indicated in Note # 3 of the audited financial statements “First-time adoption of 
Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit organizations.” 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and 
continue to perform relatively well despite the slow growth of the American economy 
and our own slow Canadian recovery. European economy and debt concerns continue 
to be a concern. I would continue to recommend the engagement of R. B. C. Dominion 
Securities to attend to our financial needs. 

The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2013 consisting of 
cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts 
receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees 
paid in advance totaled $ 1,612,746 as compared to $ 1,562,311 as at May 31,2012. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 63,894 for the year ended May 31, 2013 as 
compared to $ 75,684 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 6,784 as compared to net realized loss on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $ 8,149. Your trustees and investment advisors continue 
to work within the recently amended [2012] guidelines of the Supreme Council 
Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 
50% / 50% split of fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment 
portfolios can be found in the audited financial statements and in the report of the 
Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating 
$ 132,000 to fund ongoing operations of Supreme Council. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2013 to May 31, 2014. This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due 
course and submitted for your approval. 
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Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R. B. C. Dominion Securities to review 
the investment portfolios and their performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated 
above, we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to 
review their report and the year- end audited financial statements. A special thanks to 
our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, [2005] this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial 
statements received the initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with the contributions 
from the candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment 
portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 101,649 plus cash equivalents of 
$ 1,514 for a total of $ 103,163. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by $ 6,600.00 i.e. 
33 x $ 200. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations 
of Supreme Council of every new Flonorary Inspector-General will include an amount of 
$ 200 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This 
amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. The $ 6,600 from this 
year’s class has already been transferred to the Special Candidates’ Fund maintained 
by R. B. C. Dominion Securities. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by 
the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would 
remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen [15%] of the 
investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees 
paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an 
annual renewable source of capital in the future. 

General Comments 

I would laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander and Lieutenant Grand 
commander on their efforts to introduce meaningful programs to address membership 
decline, leadership requirements and communication skills within Scottish Rite. This 
effort will also include new promotional material for distribution to potential candidates. 
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Your Grand Treasurer-General is ever watchful of the financial health of Supreme 
Council, but is equally cognoscente of the ever increasing costs being experienced at 
the Valley level. At this time, I would propose no adjustment be made to the per-capita 
assessment to the Valleys. 

The hosting of the Annual Sessions of Supreme Council continues to be challenging to 
say the least, especially the financial matters pertaining thereto. This is evident from 
the wide swings in results from session to session and the declining attendees at some 
of the sessions. 

Travel and Expense Allowance Submissions 

By way of a reminder to those brethren of Supreme Council, who submit travel and 
expenses for re-imbursement that it is imperative that these submissions are submitted 
on a timely and frequent basis and not left until the end of the year or even worse after 
the year end, which is May 31, annually. 

Doing so, not only distorts the annual financial statements, but the current and prior 
year’s budget. 

Failure to comply could result in the office denying the submission. 

Conclusion 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget.

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

This committee was restructured this year with the Lieutenant Grand Commander as 
Chairman and the members of this committee are now composed of all 10 Provincial 
Deputies across Canada. 

Across Canada 

Commendations are extended to the Deputies who have provided informative and 
comprehensive reports of the valleys under their care and recommends that the reports 
be carefully read to gain an appreciation of the ongoing efforts of the valleys to promote 
Membership, Leadership, Communication and Fellowship in their respective valleys. 
The valleys efforts to promote the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is also worthy of 
note. 

The Committee also notes the three key initiatives of the Sovereign Grand Commander, 
III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, the Advisory Council and the Provincial Deputies to 
promote Leadership, Membership and Communication initiatives throughout Canada. 

Membership 

The Committee noted that the Deputies made note that the valleys are all aware of 
declining membership numbers with some gains in a few Valleys. 
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An analysis of our membership numbers reveals the following: 

• From 2003 to 2012 the membership of Scottish Rite in Canada fell by 
approximately 5,471 from 21,616 members to 16,145 members - a drop of 
approximately 25%. 

• The number of initiates reported for 2009 - 344, 2010 - 393, 2011 - 395 and 2012 
- 348. On a positive note, initiation numbers appear to be on the rise in most 
jurisdictions. 

The initiatives of valleys to hold Master Mason information nights (including the 
presentation of excerpts from various degrees), to provide Degree Teams to assist with 
degree work in Craft Lodges, to provide educational programs to the members and to 
provide support to numerous projects within their respective communities all contribute 
to our efforts to attract Master Masons to our ranks. 

Supporting our Foundation by organizing fund raising events not only benefits those 
organizations but also provides opportunities for members to work together on projects 
and present Scottish Rite in a favourable light to their respective communities and the 
Master Masons residing in those areas. 

Valleys are encouraged to review their own membership statistics and establish both 
short term and long term goals to increase their numbers. 

Leadership 

Leadership training initiatives are occurring at Valley, Jurisdiction and Supreme Council 
levels. A number of the Deputies’ Reports mention concerns about identifying training 
and retaining leaders within the bodies. Jurisdictional workshops, national educational 
training materials, mentoring programs and perhaps amendments to the Constitution 
and Regulations may be necessary to address this very important area. 

Supreme Council Members are continuing their discussions and are gathering materials 
and utilizing Leadership tools on the new website to address this initiative. 

Communication 

Valleys are encouraged to explore ways of improving communication with their 
members. A number of valleys are providing information by means of newsletters, 
websites and revised notice formatting. The use of Social Media is being explored by 
several valleys and is an added feature on www.scottishritecanada.ca. 

The development and distribution of brochures is also an important initiative in our 
efforts to provide Master Masons and our communities with insight into the mission of 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Articles pertaining to Scottish Rite are occasionally 
included in Lodge, Concordant Body and Grand Lodge publications. Valleys are 
encouraged to explore those opportunities. 

The Supreme Council Deputies and the Advisory Council continue to use conference 
calls as a means to exchange ideas and to provide updates to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 
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Our new national website (www.scottishritecanada.ca) was launched in November 
2012. Many thanks to III. Bro. Joseph Chamberlain, 33 Q Valley of Toronto and Kenneth 
McComb, 33 Q Valley of Calgary, our co-webmasters for their commitment and expertise. 

The Clarion and Communique continue to fill important roles in the national 
communication strategy. 

Connecting with personal touch communication and fellowship with our brethren and 
families are held in high importance by our Sovereign Grand Commander.

A communication was received in mid May of the constitution in Zurich, Switzerland on 
April 20, 2013 of the Confederation of the Supreme Councils from Europe of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite. 

The Communication was addressed to the Sovereign Grand Commanders and Grand 
Secretaries General of all Regular Supreme Councils and to all Grand Masters and 
Grand Secretaries of all Regular Grand Lodges. 

Signatories to the Confederation were the Supreme Councils of France, Spain, Greece, 
Switzerland, Italy, Romania, Germany and Portugal. The President is M. III. Bro. Jean- 
Luc Fauque, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander of France, the Vice-President is M. III. 
Bro. Eberhard Desch, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander of Germany, and the 
Secretary General is M. III. Bro. Constantin lancu, Sovereign Grand Commander of 
Romania. 

The first objective, (of 10 stated objects) of the Confederation is to “bring together the 
European Supreme Councils in order to implement common actions, while complying 
with their autonomy and independence”. 

This opening statement might be viewed as designed to allay concerns of an attempt to 
establish a super-body that could take actions which would be binding on member 
Supreme Councils, one of the reasons for the failure of the Lausanne Conference of 
1875. 

On the other hand, the final statement in the Communication states: “In due respect of 
the sovereignty of the Supreme Councils inside the Confederation, it aims for the 
natural representation of the Supreme Councils in Europe.” 
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Be that as it may, the seventh stated objective to exchange information between the 
Supreme Councils inside the Confederation regarding practices, difficulties and 
evolutions of Masonic Bodies in their respective countries and give one another mutual 
assistance when necessary, and the statement that the Confederation of the European 
Supreme Council is attached to the specific mission of the European Supreme Councils 
in the defense of their undisputable sovereignty in front of the authorities of other 
constituted Masonic bodies, leaves little doubt but that the reason for the appearance of 
the Confederation at this time is a response to the machinations of Francois Stifani, 
Grand Master of the Grande Loge Nationale Frangaise including his attacks on the 
Supreme Council for France. 

In any event, the Supreme Council of Canada wishes it success in its endeavours. 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North America 

The 2013 Conference was held at Kansas City, Missouri on February 17-19, 2013. 

This Supreme Council was represented by Sovereign Grand Commander, IIIBro 
Richard Brown, 33°, and Grand Secretary General III.-.Bro.-. Brian Gilkinson, 33°. 

III.-.Bro.-. Gilkinson’s outstanding Report will be printed in the Proceedings and is a 
should-read for any member anxious to know the current state of Masonry in North 
America. 

Your Committee will only comment on his reference to the Report of the Grand Masters’ 
Commission on Recognition. 

In assessing whether to extend recognition the Commission is guided by six principals 
promulgated in 1951, namely, legitimacy of origin, exclusive jurisdiction, adherence to 
the ancient landmarks, belief in God as expressed in the VSL, as opposed to a “creative 
principle,” prohibition of discussion of politics and/or religion in Lodge (or Body) and the 
exclusion of women from membership. 

Difficulties arise because it is sometimes difficult to obtain accurate information on the 
situation in some jurisdictions. 

The Commission recommended against recognition of either Grand Lodge in Bulgaria 
and in Paraguay. 

However, this Supreme Council decided several years ago that we would make our own 
independent decisions on which Supreme Councils we would recognize. In the case of 
the two countries mentioned, we have never recognized the Supreme Council for 
Bulgaria but we do recognize the Supreme Council for Paraguay and, indeed its 
Sovereign Grand Commander attended the XVIII World Conference of Supreme 
Councils in Toronto in 2010. 
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In some federal states, such as Brazil and Mexico, there could be problems with a 
Grand Lodge in a particular state that could jeopardize the legitimacy of a member of a 
Scottish Rite Body. 

What some members may not realize is that there are in some countries, for example 
Brazil, Italy and Mexico, two competing Supreme Councils, and a Supreme Council in 
another country, with whom we are in amity, may recognize the Supreme Council in one 
of those countries other than the one our Supreme Council recognizes. 

All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

This year’s Conference was held in Winnipeg, Manitoba, April 5 and 6. 

IllBroTerry A. McLean, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander attended as an 
Observer accompanied by III.-.Bro.-. Roz Iwanicki, 33°, Deputy for Manitoba and 
Nunavut Territory. III.-.Bro.-. Richard Brown, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander 
registered as Grand Secretary for the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan. 

This was the 31 st All Canada Conference and III.-.Bro.-.McLean has submitted an 
excellent report on its proceedings, a copy of which will also be printed in the 
Proceedings of this Supreme Council and should be read for it provides a good 
overview of the Craft across Canada. 

III.-.Bro.-. McLean also summarized the Report of the Committee on Recognition 
presented by III.-.Bro.-. Terence Shand, 33° Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario. 

Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated 
Countries 

The 51 st Conference was held in Istanbul, May 22-26, 2013 hosted by the Supreme 
Council for Turkey. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was not represented but delegates from 30 Supreme 
Councils were in attendance. 

From the report received the delegates had a productive and most enjoyable time 
including the opportunity of attending a portrayal of the 15°. 

It was resolved that the next conference will be held in Bucharest, Romania in 2016. 

Reunion of Sovereign Grand Commanders of America 

The XIX Reunion was hosted by the Supreme Council for the Dominican Republic in La 
Romana June 26-30, 2013. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was not represented. 
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Papers were presented by delegates on the two pre-assigned topics: 

1. The Relationship Between the Scottish Rite and Symbolic Masonry 

2. Freemasonry Adapted to Our Times. 

Bulgaria 

Although they have sought recognition from this Supreme Council we have never 
granted recognition. Nevertheless, we do receive communication from them time to 
time, including this year a tableau of their officers elected January 11, 2013 for the 
period 2013 - 2017. 

Cuba 

Your Committee is in receipt of the tableau of officers elected on January 15, 2013 for 
the triennium 2013 -2016. 

Congratulations are extended to lll.-.Bro.-.Lazaro F. Cuesta Valdes, 33° upon his re- 
election as Sovereign Grand Commander, and to his officers for a most successful 
tenure of their respective offices. 

An invitation has also been received to attend the Second International Symposium on 
“Masonry and Integration in the Current Society” to be held in the Scottish Rite 
Cathedral in Flavana in May 2014. 

The first Symposium was held in Havana in September 2012. Unfortunately the 
invitation to attend was received too late to be referred to in your Committee’s report 
last year, but in any event the dates of the Symposium conflicted with the Annual 
Session of this Supreme Council in September 2012. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander and the Grand Secretary General, lll.\Bro.\ Orlando 
Vera Corbella, 33°, have now also sent us a list of the number of Lodges of Perfection, 
Chapters Rose Croix, Councils of Kadosh and Consistories in their jurisdiction with a 
total membership of 4,282.

Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren; 
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The duties of this Committee are outlined in The Statutes & Regulations in Article 40(a) 
(i) through (vii). 


Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies: 

• Examine and report on the financial statements of the constituent bodies. 

Results: 

• Not all Valleys submitted their financial statements and the Valley auditors' 
reports. 

• Reviews by the Committee are incomplete and we will continue our work after 
the Annual Sessions. 

• As of the week preceding Supreme Council, twelve Valleys had failed to file their 
financial reports for their most recent financial year. The due date for submission 
was April 30th. 

Forms and Statements 

• Changes to the AF Forms in the current year included combining sheets into one 
workbook for each type of Valley (annual dues and commuted dues) and adding 
formulas to complete mathematical calculations in each sheet as well as to link 
the sheets in the workbooks. 

Results: (Just a few) 

• Some preparers do not understand that a balance sheet has to balance. A 
Franciscan Friar named Luca Pacioli, who was a contemporary of Leonardo da 
Vinci, first codified the double-entry bookkeeping system in 1494. The earliest 
records showing the double-entry system date from the 13th century. So a 
balance sheet that balances is not a new concept for the 21st century. 

• Some preparers incorrectly changed some of the formulas in the worksheets and 
thereby created the wrong answers. 

• Some preparers followed instructions and the forms generated the correct 
results. 

• Some preparers do not know how to use Microsoft Excel. 

• In response to a question that asked when the Valley would bring the deficit in 
the Life Membership Trust Fund into balance, the representative of the Valley 
stated, "The deficit in our Commutation [Fund] will diminish as our members age 
and pass away." This Valley also does not record 100% of commuted dues in 
the Trust Fund, but rather only 50%. And the asset that backs up the Trust Fund 
is a receivable from the General Fund not an allocation of a pooled investment 
fund. 

Some problems identified with the forms: 

• Where a Valley has both commuted dues and annual dues, the forms do not 
work as well as expected. Improvements are needed for 2013 reporting to both 
segregate and to combine the activities of these Valleys. 
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Overall Conclusion Concerning Financial Reviews of Valleys 

In the investiture of the Treasurer of the Chapter Rose Croix, the ritual states the 
following: "Nothing so ensures the ruin of a Masonic Body as confusion and disorder in 
its financial affairs." 

As Chair of the Committee, based on the evidence submitted, and on the missing 
evidence, I have to conclude that the Scottish Rite in Canada has much work ahead of 
us in order to assess our overall financial condition. 

I was heartened when I read the reports of the Deputies especially the comments 
pertaining to membership retention and to new members. 

I would ask that the Deputies request to see the Valleys' auditors' report, the financial 
statements, the investment reports and the completed AF Forms when they make their 
official visits in the next twelve months. Please retain copies of the documents you 
review and forward them to Hamilton. This will be a great assist to the Committee. 

Constituent Bodies - By-law Amendments 

The Chairman of this committee has reviewed one request for by-law amendments and 
provided comments and observations to the Grand Secretary-General and to the Chair 
of Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports at pages 3 through 30. These reports were found to be informative 
and complete. The Committee recommends their adoption. 

Audited Financial Statements 

The Committee reviewed the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 
2013 in detail. The auditor, Grant Thornton, provided a clean audit opinion. 

For the year ended May 31, 2013 Supreme Council incurred an operating deficit, or 
excess of expenses over revenue before investment income and unrealized gain (loss) 
in the amount of $102,740 compared to a deficit of $107,099 in 2012. After cash 
investment income, the deficit was $32,062 in 2013 and $39,564 in 2012. In 2013 there 
was a net excess of $50,435 while in 2012 there was a net deficit of ($141,143). 
Supreme Council's investment portfolio is stated at market and the changes in value are 
flowed through the statement of operations. 

The Audit and Finance Committee recommends that the audited financial statements for 
the year ended May 31,2013 be accepted as submitted. We wish to thank our auditors, 
Grant Thornton, for their assistance throughout this fiscal year. 
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Budget 2013-2014 

The Committee has reviewed the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for 
Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2013-2014. The cost of the Annual Sessions and 
declining attendance are concerns. This year's Session in Blue Mountain should be 
financially successful due to increased member participation. However, we cannot 
safely assume that the tide has changed and higher numbers of participants will attend 
future Sessions. The Committee believes the budget to be reasonable for the current 
fiscal year and, therefore, recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by our 
Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of this committee, I want to express my gratitude to the 
Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33 Q , the Grand Secretary-General, 
III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33 Q and Chief Operating Officer, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33 Q 
and the staff at the Supreme Council office for their assistance to the Committee. 

I look forward to working with the Deputies in communicating to the Valleys the 
requirements of Supreme Council in financial matters. 

I wish to express my thanks to the members of the Committee for their time. Similar to 
last year, this year was an interesting challenge as discussed above.

“A Dysfunctional Family” 

Jeremiah 4:11-12, 22-28 

Psalm 14:1-7 

St. Luke 15:1-3, 11-32 

The story we have heard/read today from St.Luke is a timeless one. Probably that is 
why it is so widely known. It is most often referred to as “The Story of the Prodigal 
Son”. I want to refer to it today as “the case Study of a dysfunctional family”. This case 
study could be a contemporary story from its beginning and in every generation, right up 
to the present time. Most of us have some dysfunctional parts in our own family and so 
we easily identify with the story. 

The younger son is not particularly different in that it almost seems to be the job of the 
younger son to want to leave home, as today it seems that all children wish to leave 
home to make their own fortune. There are two things which make this young man 
unique. He asks for his inheritance - NOW- and instead of making his fortune he 
squanders it. And if that is not bad enough, he loses it to gentiles. This would get him 
thrown out of his Hebrew community without squandering his father’s money as well. 
For a young Hebrew lad, he has violated the long standing tradition of passing the 
family farm down to the sons and has also violated the Hebrew law and custom of 
having nothing to do with pork by going to work for a gentile pig farmer. He has cut the 
father’s estate in half by hisactions and has nothing to show for it. When the community 
finds out he will be shunned as well. 

The older son by contrast has remained at home, worked like a slave for the old man 
and always did as he was told. As it turns out, he has little respect for his father 
because he refuses to go to the feast. The father just assumed that he would be glad to 
be reconciled with his brother- who was lost and is now found, who was dead and is 
now alive. 

The father in the story, we expect to be the patriarch of the family. We are 
disappointed. Patriarchs do not divide their estate before their death. The rules have 
been broken! Patriarchs don’t go running to meet anyone. They don’t go out to beg 
anyone to come to the feast. They expect obedience and respect. They should have 
control over their household. By the way, where is the wife/mother? One more of many 
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unanswered questions in scripture. Well if this is not trouble right here in ‘River City’, I 
have misread the story. Here is a case study of a dysfunctional family. 

Do you and I live in ‘River City’? I think we do. The brothers represent us all and we 
are at different times in the same space as they are. Many of us have wished to leave 
home and make our own way and, we hear more frequently these days, of children who 
have not made it and have to return home to live, sometimes with their spouse and 
children. At various times we are also like the older brother, obedient to the parent, 
steady, reliable, hard working, but resentful of a sibling who seems to be getting special 
treatment. It is hard to forgive the sibling and the parent. The parent, the father in this 
case, is easy to identify with. He is an indulgent permissive, forgiving, father who will do 
anything to help a child and will do anything to keep the family together. Have you not 
been there? 

There are many feasts in scripture. The two I like in particular have to do with God 
saving us. The prophet Isaiah (25:6-9) tells us what when God saves His people Israel 
there will be a great feast of fat meat and well-aged wine. (I love to quote that to my 
family doctor.) This feast is to (acts) celebrate the reconciliation between God and His 
people Israel. I think God, our Heavenly Father, think the same way as the father in the 
story, and will do anything to keep the family together. Have you not been there? The 
father puts on a feast (kills the fatted calf) and invites his sons and the whole community 
to be reconciled one to another. Surely you could not have these goings on in the 
family and the community not know about it and so the community needs to be 
reconciled and invited to the feast. After all who will eat all the meat that the fatted calf 
will provide? The Father just has to rejoice at the return of his younger son. I want to 
remind you that today’s story is the third story of lost things. The first one is of a 
shepherd who has 100 sheep and loses one and searches everywhere until it is found 
and we are told that there is more rejoicing in heaven over one returned sinner than 
over 99 whom never left the fold. The second story is about a woman who has 10 silver 
coins and loses one. She looks everywhere in the house until she finds it and we are 
told that she rejoices with her friends, and that there is joy in the presence of the angels 
of God over one returned sinner. So the Father must rejoice and He invites His Sons to 
be reconciled with Him and with each other. They are invited to the future which will be 
better as the members of this family and the community is restored to a good former 
relationship. We are amazed by God’s love for us even though we have left home. 

Too often we think we are searching for God, when in reality it is God who continually 
searches for us and continually invites us to return home to the fold. Not surprisingly 
God our Heavenly Father has prepared a banquet for those who will be reconciled. As 
with the older brother, you don’t have to go - BUT - all are invited. The Father’s house 
is for all wayward children to return. God, like the father in our story is waiting for us 
and sees us coming a long way off in the distance. When we do return, Our 
dysfunctional family will be less so. Know that there is more joy when one returns than 
for 99 who never left. When we do return there is a feast of fat meat and well-aged 
wine prepared, there is music and dancing. Return Today! Let the celebration begin!

‘What do you belong to and why did you choose to belong to those organizations’. And 
this bodes extremely well for Scottish Rite Freemasonry that you see fit, and I know 
many in the Grand Lines in all the Jurisdictions see fit, to be Scottish Rite Freemasons. 

So again, thank you so much. 

GMC McComb: Illustrious Brother Seale, Sovereign Grand Commander, Southern 
Jurisdiction, United States of America. 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to 
you and the Brethren present Illustrious Brother Ronald A. Seale, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander Southern Jurisdiction, United States of America, and honorary member of 
our Supreme Council; Illustrious James D. Cole, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA, Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Virginia, and 
Illustrious Brother William R. Miller, 33°, Emeritus Member, Southern Jurisdiction, 
United States of America. 

SGC Brown: Brethren, welcome. As the Mother Jurisdiction of Scottish Rite it is indeed 
a pleasure for us to have you in our midst once again. I had the opportunity to say hello 
to all of you in Washington at your Sessions recently and I know the high regard that all 
Supreme Councils throughout the world have for the Southern Jurisdiction. 

At that time we were informed, Illustrious Brother Jim, that you were becoming the new 
- I have to remember to say it correctly - Lieutenant Grand Commander and I know that 
you are continuing your duties as the SGIG for the State of Virginia - for our Canadian 
friends, that’s the equivalent of a Deputy, but there they call it the SGIG - and given up 
your role as Grand Treasurer. 

But I also told everybody in closed Session the way that you do your financial reports 
and we’re trying to convince some here to perhaps take you up on that. 

And, Bill, you have been a visitor to us and I know that you have very, very close ties 
with our Jurisdiction in British Columbia and the members of your state and British 
Columbia exchange visits on many occasions and its close ties between our Supreme 
Councils, particularly there. 

So it is indeed a pleasure that you were able to join us again and I hope that is the first 
of many visits that we receive from you. 

Ronnie, Illustrious Brother Ronald A. Seale, we’ve met officially several times, but I think 
where we kind of got to know each other was when I had the privilege of representing 
our Supreme Council, at our Past Sovereign Grand Commander’s insistence, to go to 
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Mexico for one of their celebrations and we had a wonderful time. I know on occasion 
you talk about it and I know I talk about it, and I know that your dedication to 
Freemasonry and Scottish Rite in particular - not only for your own Jurisdiction but, 
really, throughout the world, is much appreciated. 

I would ask you, if you would, on behalf of your delegation to perhaps share a few 
comments with the Brethren assembled. 

SGC Seale: Thank you Grand Commander, and to the members of the Supreme 
Council of Canada, thank you again so much for having us back. 

I have had the opportunity for so many years to come and be a part of your meeting and 
it’s just like seeing old friends and having an opportunity to be back together. Thank 
you so much. 

When you go out the door out here and you start back to the hotel, if you look off to the 
left they’ve got a big excavation project. Somebody’s come out there and they’ve dug a 
big hole and they’re building something out there, and they’ve put a big fence around 
that thing. 

If you look on those fences, they’ve got a bunch of big, red signs and the sign says: 
Danger due to - and they have left a space to fill in what’s dangerous, and they left it 
blank. If you look for the sign, it says: Danger due to... 

Well, if anybody tells me danger, I don’t know if it’s due to falling rock or tigers that are 
loose in the woods. I mean, you people have tigers up here, do you? Or loose women? 
I don’t know what it is I’m supposed to be looking out for, but it puts you on edge when 
there’s danger due to... 

I wanted to get one of those signs and bring it and set it up right here. Can you imagine 
if we asked everybody in the room what is the biggest threat to our continued success, 
what is our danger, and then leave it blank? 

Well, you know Freemasons; we’re going to form a committee to fill that deal in. Can’t 
you just hear us? It’s all members, danger due to falling members. Got to have more 
members and well, no, no, no, no, that’s not it. We don’t have enough money. We’ve 
got to raise the dues, got to get more - if we had more money now the members would 
come, if we put more money into getting more members. 

Well, no, no, no, that’s not what it is. We need to get better on - do you know how 
sloppy our degree work has gotten? If we start squaring those corners off, everything’s 
going to be fine if we could do that. 

Well, I don’t know, you know that leadership we need to get new leaders. Just throw 
out the whole bunch of them and put in new leaders, then we’ll be all right. And on and 
on it goes. 
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One of the things maybe you’d put down would be: Danger due to apathy. That for 
each person that heard the Grand Master speak this morning or that heard our 
marvellous oration from our Chancellor the other day, to each person that heard that 
and said, ‘Well, I hope that fellow next to me is getting the message. You know, I hope 
you’re listening to him. You know, you need to hear that’. 

Like when I go to church, I’m sure glad those people next to me hear the preacher tell 
them what they need to know. But when I get it in my mind that he’s not talking to me, 
it’s surely not up to me to strengthen my Blue Lodge or to strengthen my Scottish Rite, 
or to invite a worthy candidate to look at what Freemasonry has to offer, or to pick up 
the phone and call somebody who hasn’t been to Lodge in a while, or to the Scottish 
Rite in a while, and say, ‘Let’s go get a cup of coffee’. 

As long as I think that that’s got to be somebody else, then I know what to fill in on that 
sign. But when I begin to realize what Allard said the other day, what the Grand Master 
said, he’s talking to me. 

Richard made a very good comment the other day. He said he has this DeMolay gala. 
About the time that Richard and I were going through DeMolay, they had a little saying, 
a little slogan that went around. You know what is said? Some of you heard it. ‘If it is 
to be, it’s up to me’. 

Danger due to... I wonder what we ought to put in there? 

GMC McComb: Illustrious Brother Fauque, Sovereign Grand Commander, France 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it’s my pleasure to introduce to 
you and the Brethren present, the Illustrious Jean Luc Fauque, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander Supreme Council of France and honorary member of our Supreme 
Council. 

SGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is indeed a pleasure to officially welcome 
you to these Sessions. I know that you took the opportunity attend last year and we 
were very, very delighted when you indicated a willingness to attend again this year, 
with Catherine, once again. 

We in Canada, I think, are very, very fortunate within the family of Freemasonry at a 
national or international level and that harmony really does prevail with our family. 

And I know that in the country of France that harmony does not prevail and there has 
been a history of that and I know of at least, I think, four Grand Lodges in France - and 
there may be more - and Scottish Rite is looked at as a leader in France and you have, 
I think, the very unenviable task to try to bring order out of chaos, if I may say. We wish 
you well in your attempts to do that. 
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I know that, of course, you’re very busy and for you to find time to visit with us, we are 
truly honoured. 

Last year our Sovereign Grand Commander Matthew Todd had the honour and 
pleasure of not only addressing you, but also of indicating that you have become an 
honorary member of our Supreme Council. 

I’m going to ask Matthew to join us and make a presentation of the jewel, officially 
recognizing that status within our Supreme Council. Then I will ask you if you wouldn’t 
mind sharing a few words with us after that. 

So thank you so much for coming. Matthew. 

PSGC Todd : Bon jour, mon ami. Bien venue au Canada. My friend... 

SGC Brown: He just ran out of all the words he knows. 

PSGC Todd: It works very well in English and broken French, and we have become 
very good friends, Jean Luc, and we’re so happy to have you here again. 

Last year when you came it was just wonderful that you came to Canada. We made 
you an honorary member - it was my pleasure to do that - but we didn’t give you a 
jewel so that we would have you back this year. 

It is my pleasure, Jean Luc, to officially show that you are an honorary member of this 
Supreme Council. 

SGC Fauque: Thank you very much... 

PSGC Todd: We welcome you. 

SGC Fauque: ...extend this to me. 

PSCG Todd: Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Fauque: Most Illustrious Commander, most respected Grand Master and all 
Illustrious Brethren, I am pleased to attend your annual meeting. Thank you very much 
for your gracious hospitality and our excellent good will and friendships. 

May you remember last year in Winnipeg when I proposed an unprepared speech, 
hoping my poor English would follow along to success. 

Today I thought about it carefully to prevent any surprises. Now let me come back to 
French Symbolic Freemasonry. It is necessarily interactive with Supreme Council for 
France. 
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First, you know that the new Grand Master was elected for Grande Loge Nationale 
Frangaise with 93 percent of the votes. It has been so far the only remarkable change 
compared with the situation before. 

Then there was a question last month of the Confederation Magonnique de France, 
which is composed of Grande Loge de France, Grande Loge de L’Alliance Magonnique 
Frangaise, Grande Loge Opera et Grande Loge GLEF. 

It satisfies the demand of four Nationale European Grande Loge, Germany, Austria, 
Luxembourg, Swiss Alpina and Belgium, and complies with the basic principle of 1929 
issued by the UGLE. 

This Foundation and the Confederation mark a historic step in French Freemasonry, 
keeping all options open for the future. We have to give time to wait and see, perhaps 
this new creation will be the future of the French Freemasonry. I hope so. I hope it is 
not a dream. 

As regards our Jurisdiction, I have from you that for the first time ever at our annual 
meeting December in Paris we’ve included a 33° crowning, to which I most warmly 
invite all the Supreme Council in friendship, hoping that the Supreme Council of Canada 
will honour us with its presence. 

To finish, please be assured of the fraternal links uniting our two Jurisdictions. 

(speaks briefly in French) 

Thank you very much for your attention. 

SGC Brown: Thank you so much. 

GMC McComb: Illustrious Brother McNaughton, Sovereign Grand Commander of 
Northern Jurisdiction of the USA and honorary member of our Supreme Council. 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to 
you and the Brethren present, Illustrious John William McNaughton, 33°, Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America and 
honorary member of our Supreme Council; Illustrious Peter J. Samiec, 33°, Grand 
Lieutenant Commander, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America; 
Illustrious Jim S. Deyo, 33°, Active Emeritus Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United 
States of America, and Illustrious Harold I. Aldrich, 33°, Active Emeritus Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America. 

SGC Brown: Welcome Brethren. Commander, nice to see you here again. I’ll say 
something about you in a second. 
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Peter, it’s your first visit to us and I know that we’re looking forward to many more visits 
from you in your capacity as the Grand Lieutenant Commander of the Northern 
Jurisdiction. I know that in order to take on that role you have given up your 
responsibilities as Deputy for the State of New York, and I know that that’s going to 
capable hands, as well. 

Harold, you have been a long-time visitor to us. I know you have many, many friends 
here. I think you’re just over the border in Buffalo and we’re very pleased that you and 
Phyllis feel so at home here, and I know your Supreme Council holds you in very high 
esteem in your designation as a Past Active Emeritus member. 

And Jim - Jim and Margie - you, of course, have given up the role as Grand Lieutenant 
Commander and I know are taking on more of the responsibilities with respect to your 
Supreme Council. 

Having witnessed your Supreme Council a few weeks ago celebrating the 200 th 
anniversary of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, I know what integral role you have 
played in those ceremonies and your address to the class will be one that will be 
remembered. We really appreciate your involvement with our Supreme Council, as 
well. 

I know you are a Past Grand Master of the State of Ohio, as well, and I know all of you 
are certainly involved in your state’s role of the family of Freemasons. I welcome you 
here, as well, again. 

Commander, it was indeed a pleasure to be in Washington on the historic occasion of 
your 200 th anniversary of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. I had the pleasure there to 
remind all those assembled of the close relationship between not only the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction and Canada, but also the Southern Jurisdiction as well. 

I did a little bit of homework and I discovered that there was a Scottish Rite Mason in 
Canada who thought maybe we should have our own Supreme Council. He saw fit to 
write to your predecessor, the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Northern 
Jurisdiction in the States, and said, you know, ‘What do we do’. Your predecessor had 
the foresight of saying, ‘Well, you’ve got ties to England and Wales and there is where 
you should go first’, which we did. 

Once all the paperwork was done - it took a few years, I think, to accomplish, as I 
understand - but when we were constituted, your Sovereign Grand Commander and 
the Sovereign Grand Commander of the South and the Sovereign Grand Commander 
of England and Wales at the time all assembled in Ottawa. They were all made 
honorary members of our Supreme Council and I think since then the ties have just kept 
going year after year after year and it’s a wonderful association we have among the 
three groups and we really appreciate that. 
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Now, I wanted to tell you that - and I’ve told some of you before - but I kind of wake up 
early in the mornings when I come to these things, kind of thinking what do I have to do. 
And so now I’m into this age, I always check my e-mail. The e-mail that came up this 
morning - of course I’ve got to put the right code in here - come on. I’ve got to be able 
to see it. There we go. 

The e-mail that came up this morning was the fact that there was news from the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and I’m on your list. So just two short weeks after you 
had your Session, I find out who your new active members are and I see that Peter has 
taken on new responsibilities and somebody has replaced him, and there is a mention 
of the Brethren who are retiring from active membership and I see Jim’s name on this 
list. 

Then at the bottom of this I’m reminded of a duty you performed on behalf of your 
Supreme Council there that was very, very significant. That was the awarding of the 
Gourgas Medal. 

In my estimation, your Supreme Council considers that as the highest 
acknowledgement of work in Freemasonry. It’s kept a secret and you have the honour 
of announcing to a very surprised Sovereign Grand Commander that he had indeed 
been designated to the Gourgas. 

Bill, I want to congratulate you on that and I would ask you, on behalf of your delegation, 
to perhaps share a few words with those assembled. 

Thank you, brethren. 

SGC Brown: I wanted to particularly mention the technology involved here, because I 
think the Northern Jurisdiction has been the leader in introducing Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry to the power of technology. Their new website, this type of notification is 
something that is very, very good not only for Scottish Rite, but for all Freemasonry. 
That’s why I wanted to particularly mention that. 

SGC McNaughton: Thank you, Richard. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, Brethren all, it’s a pleasure to be with you 
again and bring greetings from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

I certainly would like to congratulate the class upon their accomplishment yesterday. 
You saw a most inspirational degree and certainly all those who took part in the degree, 
you did an outstanding job for all of us. Again, it was most inspirational to be with you nd 
watch that degree. 

As I look out over the room this morning I see any number of leaders in the Masonic 
fraternity. I’ve got a question for the leaders, for each of you. I certainly don’t expect 
any kind of an audible answer, but maybe a rhetorical answer that you can take away 
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from the meeting today. That question is: What is the most important entity in the 
Masonic fraternity today? 

I sometimes, in the States, get frustrated when I see what I refer to as the unholy 
worship of memorized ritual above all else. I see many of our leaders in a position to try 
to create a clearing house for the support of secular world charities that benefit, in many 
instances, an uncaring world that seems to care little for our existence. Yet we continue 
down that path and unfortunately, at the same time, ignore the needs of our own 
members. 

We are reminded today when each of us knelt at that altar we pledged our sacred 
honour not to the support of secular world charities or to the perfection of memorized 
ritual, we pledged our sacred honour to each other here in this room. 

Something that has been sadly forgotten in many of our lodges and our Masonic 
institutions for some time now was a little phrase about widows and orphans. What 
happened to them? 

I suppose the alternative - Grand Master, don’t shoot me for this - but I suppose the 
alternative, if we really don’t believe in pledging our sacred honour to each other 
anymore, or our widows and orphans, at the altar on the book of holy scripture, maybe 
we just need to take that out of the ritual because it doesn’t make any difference to us 
anymore. We don’t pay any attention to it. 

Brethren; that is the very heart and soul of who we are as Freemasons. It’s what 
separates us from the rest of the world and yet, sadly, we have neglected that. 

And the answer to the question, what is the most important entity, brother, for all of us to 
take away today, is the member. He is the very heart and soul of our organization and I 
think the sooner we get back to understanding that concept, the better off the fraternity 
will be. 

I spoke to one of your Sovereign Grand Commanders last night, whose name will 
remain anonymous - John, thank you for... 

But he talked about how membership in Canada and Ontario had dropped over the last 
couple of years significantly. And the question I always drop to many of those 
disbelieving people in the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction when we talk about these kinds 
of things and they talk, ‘Oh, I’ve got a new charity, I’ve got memorized ritual and, boy, 
it’s going to be great’, and all the rest of the ideas they come up with. And I always ask 
them this question: How’s that working out for you? 

How many of our members believe in what we do anymore? And Brethren, we were not 
infected at that point in time by outside influences or bad people or anything else. This 
has come from within and it’s certainly within our power to change that. 
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And when I talk about that, it’s not financial assistance, it’s sometimes paying a visit to 
somebody in a nursing home or a shut-in, or sending a card or a phone call to let them 
know that they still matter in this great fraternity of ours. 

You can’t believe some of the experiences that we’ve had in the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction since we started paying attention to the members again, the grateful 
comments that we have received from them. We send out just as a matter of habit 
every month or so, a sympathy card to many of the families who have lost one of our 
members. 

I got the nicest note the other day from a young lady. She spent $3.50 for a thank you 
card to say thank you for the sympathy card that you sent me in my hour of need. 

It doesn’t take a lot, and yet it means so much to them. And again, brethren, it’s who 
we are. If you are of the opinion that we are a ritual society, you need to start a ritual 
society. But you’re not. You’re part of the greatest fraternity in the world. Give thanks 
to the Lord for that privilege. 

Thank you for your time this morning. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, I wish you all the best in the days ahead, and Grand 
Master, to you, for the foundation of our Masonic fraternity. 

Thank you, brethren. 

GMC McComb: Most Illustrious Brother F. Douglas Draker and Illustrious Brother 
Robert S. Whitmore, if you could please follow me. 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to 
you and to the Brethren present Most Illustrious Knight Companion F. Douglas Draker, 
Grand Sovereign of the Masonic and Military order of the Knights of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada; Right Worthy Robert S. Whitmore, 
33°; Provincial Grand Master for Ontario for the Royal Order of Scotland, Grand Captain 
of the Guard and Active Member of our Supreme Council; Illustrious Potentate Terence 
J. Lamping, 32°, Potentate Rameses Shriners of Ontario. 

SGC Brown: An official welcome to all of you this morning. It’s indeed a pleasure for 
me officially to welcome representatives of our Masonic family that can be with us, and 
this is a particular pleasure for me and it’s not one that was really planned, but I - and I 
think you all know this - I am a proud member of every one of these bodies and you 
have seen fit to be here. 

Rob, I had the pleasure of watching you installed as Provincial Grand Master and I 
know the high esteem that you are held within the Royal Order, and I know that across 
Canada there are many members with Scottish Rite affiliation that are also members of 
the Royal Order. 
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In fact, I believe that in Ontario that’s one of the prerequisites. Well, it’s not where I 
come from, so I’m not sure exactly to what extent Scottish Rite is involved completely 
across the country. 

But there are many with us here today - and again, I’m not going to name names - but 
there are many who have served the office of Provincial Grand Master in respect of the 
Order of Scotland Jurisdiction and I’d ask them to stand and be recognized. Past 
Provincial Grand Masters of all Jurisdictions in Canada. 

I know some of them are over there at that table. 

Thank you so much, gentlemen, for your work in that regard. 

I think it’s the only organization in Canada in the Masonic family that has five year 
terms, and you’re just getting started so I know it’s quite the commitment. So thank you, 
Rob, for being here in that regard. 

PGM Whitemore: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Brown: I’m going to come back to you. 

Illustrious Sir Terry, I’m glad that you’re here to represent the Shrine as Potentate of 
Rameses Temple. I am aware that there are three temples within our Jurisdiction of 
Ontario and you having responsibility for this particular geographic part of Ontario, we 
are pleased that you were able to be here. 

I know you’re a proud member of the Scottish Rite as well, and I know that there are 
many Past Potentates in this room from the various Jurisdictions in Canada, and I would 
like them to stand. Past Potentates. 

Thank you, gentlemen. 

And one highly-regarded member of our organization, an Honorary Inspector-General, 
and I know the schedule that he has to keep, but it seems to me every time I’m in 
Ontario, which is quite frequently, I come across Past Imperial Potentate, Imperial Sir 
George Mitchell. 

And again, George is here today and we appreciate the time he takes to support 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Thank you, George. 

And Brother Doug, I know you have responsibilities with another very distinguished 
organization, but you, too, are an Honorary Inspector-General Scottish Rite, which we 
appreciate. 
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I had the pleasure of being in the audience when you visited my Conclave, I think it was 
in October of last year, shortly after I became Sovereign Grand Commander, and I was 
there to see you officially brought in to meet the brethren in the Regina area. 

So we’re very pleased that you could be with us again this year and I would ask you, on 
behalf of the Concordant Bodies to perhaps provide some remarks. 

And I’ll accompany you up. I’ll just come around here. 

GS Draker: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful The Grand Master, 
Distinguished East and Brethren all, it’s indeed an honour and a privilege for me to be 
here today and to bring you greetings from the Concordant Bodies present here today 
and to thank you for your kind hospitality. We look forward to the rest of the 
proceedings and hope the rest of the 139 th Annual Assembly is well received. 

I have enjoyed myself here and with all the hard acts that I’ve had to follow here, I’ll just 
say thank you very much and have a good day. 

SGC Brown: Thanks so much for coming. I’m going to go see your Sessions next year, 
for sure. 

GMC McComb escorted Ernest Loiselle to the Altar 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to 
you and the Brethren present Ernest Loiselle, President of DeMolay of Canada and 
Executive Officer for Ontario. 

SGC Brown: Brother Ernie, I have been waiting for this opportunity. As Commander 
Seale has alluded to, he and I - and again, many people in this room - are senior 
DeMolay, and so is Bill McNaughton. I know that, too. 

The association of Scottish Rite and DeMolay goes back many, many years and those 
of us who have received the 33° know that it extends right into the 33°, as well. 

Our Supreme Council have had a history of supporting DeMolay in Canada as we 
could, and I have made it a point this year to meet with you and speak to others about 
how we can sort of invigorate that relationship and make sure that our efforts lead to 
more membership within DeMolay. 

This man is quite the communicator, as well, and I’m on his e-mail list and I received 
one just before I left saying that he has exciting news in Ontario, that they’ve got two 
new chapters and maybe a third coming in DeMolay, and that’s truly exciting news. 

Commander Seale also mentioned about perhaps what he learned and maybe what I 
learned in DeMolay. It’s certainly my first involvement with the family of Freemasonry 
and I can say unequivocally that the reason I became a Master Mason was because of 
DeMolay. It wasn’t - my father wasn’t a Mason. 
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I may have, somewhere down the line, decided I would like to go into Masonry, but I 
know for sure at the time when I did this it was all because of my involvement in 
DeMolay and the requirement at that time for me to become even further involved with 
DeMolay, I had to be a Master Mason. 

So I’ve had many, many good friends that I’ve met only because of that association. I 
wish you well with your work and we look forward to your comments. You were very 
kind hosts to me when you had your Spring Session in our Cathedral in Hamilton and it 
brought back memories and I was able to talk to many members from chapters and you 
gave me an opportunity to speak to them. I appreciated that. 

Ernie, welcome. If you’d like to say something, we’d appreciate it. 

President Loiselle: Sovereign Grand Commander Brown, or as I’ve known Richard 
most of my life, Dad Brown, thank you very much for your very kind words. 

Ninety-four years ago a very enterprising Director of Benevolence at the Scottish Rite of 
Kansas in Kansas City - sorry, Scottish Rite of Missouri in Kansas City - gave a young 
man, seventeen years old, a Masonic orphan, his father had been killed in the First 
World War, an opportunity of a job. The young man was seventeen years old and was 
literally the supporter of a family of five. 

Frank Land, who was the Director of Benevolence, befriended the young man and 
realized that, like so many other youth in the time, he just lacked focus and lacked 
direction because his dad wasn't there. And so became a friendship that changed the 
world. 

Ninety years ago in Winnipeg, a very resourceful group of Scottish Rite Masons looked 
at the organization that was forming in the Kansas City area that was spreading across 
the United States of America, a leadership organization, one that was taking young 
men, providing them with a little bit of direction and letting them make decisions, letting 
them become the leaders, giving them leadership skills and assisting them in the 
development of their character. 

So they came across a bunch of other like-minded Masons and developed the precepts, 
the concepts, of how we changed DeMolay. And we charged them with seven 
precepts: filial love, reverence for sacred things, courtesy, comradeship, fidelity, 
cleanness and patriotism. And for 90 years in Canada we have made that investment. 

Masons across this nation, most of them led by the Scottish Rite, have taken countless 
thousands of young men and guess what? After their six or seven years in DeMolay - 
because originally we started off recruiting young men at seventeen to twenty-one - 
today we’re down to twelve. So from twelve to twenty-one. Can you imagine the effect 
that these adult advisors are having on a group of young men for eight years of their 
lives? 
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I’ll tell you the effect that it had on me. When I was twenty-one, I couldn’t wait to join the 
Masonic Order because I had a preconceived notion of what Masonry was all about. 
And why? Because half of the advisors were members - actually, all of the advisors at 
that time - were Masons. Half of them belonged to the same lodge. So guess which 
lodge I joined? 

Now I’m getting on a little bit, I’m fifty-eight, and I’ve been a DeMolay advisor since I 
turned twenty-one 

DeMolay has meant the life to so many young men. It’s given me the opportunity to 
travel and meet people such as Richard Seale and Bill McNaughton - I served with them 
on the International Supreme Council, along with Dad Brown. 

We are now doing the same thing for the other young men of our nation. Here in 
Ontario we have 180 young men in six chapters. Eight years ago there were three 
chapters and there were 59 boys. Annually, 60 percent of our young men, as they turn 
twenty-one, join the closest Masonic Lodge within the first year of being twenty-one. 

So DeMolay was an investment in the future. DeMolay here in Ontario has been active 
for just over 30 years. You are starting to see now some of your newer members that 
are coming into the Scottish Rite are turning around and joining because of a 
preconceived notion of what Masonry, Scottish Rite was all about. 

So your investment in DeMolay has no short-term goal, but it does have a long-term 
reward. 

I thank you for your considered support and continuing support as the Scottish Rite is, 
by far, the largest supporter of DeMolay in the nation. Thank you. 

GMC McComb escorted III. Bros. Joe Malek, 32°, Terry Villeneuve, 32°, and Robert G. 
Webster, 32° to the Altar 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to 
you and to the Brethren present Illustrious Brother Joe Malek, 32°, Thrice Puissant 
Grand Master, Barrie Lodge of Perfection, Valley of Barrie; Illustrious Brother Terry 
Villeneuve, 32°, Most Wise Sovereign, Spry Chapter of Rose Croix, Valley of Barrie; 
Illustrious Brother Robert G. Webster, 32°, Commander-in-Chief of Barrie Consistory, 
Valley of Barrie. 

SGC Brown: Brethren, welcome. I am again reminded that we meet once a year in 
Supreme Council sessions and we catch up in fellowship and we conduct the important 
affairs of our Supreme Council and have a couple of big banquets, and eat too much 
and some of us drink too much, but really, where Scottish Rite Freemasonry is, is in the 
Valley. It’s not in the Supreme Council and it’s not in the once-a-year meeting, and it’s 
what you do in the Valleys across the country that is most important. 
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I want to say to you as not only representatives of the Valley of Barrie but, I think, of all 
the Valleys in the Jurisdiction, that we as your Supreme Council want to provide you 
with the resources and the information that you need in order to do your job and make 
sure that Scottish Rite Freemasonry is vibrant within all forty-six Valleys in our great 
country. So I thank you for your dedication. 

I particularly want to thank the Valley of Barrie because you’ve done just a tremendous 
amount of work for this Session. We are pleased that so many of our members this 
year had the time and resources and allocated them to come. I believe this is our 
biggest Session in about the last four or five years now and it is a unique experience for 
all of us in as much as we were not in a large city and we are quite a way from the 
airport. Your Valley has done a tremendous amount of work to coordinate this and all 
I’ve heard is positive comments about the location and how well we’re all being treated. 

So, Brethren, I want to particularly thank you in representing your Valleys, and take 
back my wishes to your Lodge of Perfection, Rose Croix and Consistory, and Brother 
Bob, I understand you’re going to make a few comments on behalf of the Valley. 

Thank you very much. Do you want to come up with me and I’ll let you sit. 

CIC Webster: To our Sovereign Grand Commander, to the most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Canada and Brethren assembled and distinguished east, on behalf of the 
members and brethren of the Valley of Barrie, I bid you welcome and I hope you are 
enjoying this venue. I’m not particularly sure who gets to choose venues, but this one 
was definitely a wise choice. From what I’ve seen, I don’t think it lacks anything and I 
hope all of you are literally enjoying yourselves. 

To you, Sovereign Grand Commander and the Most Worshipful the Grand Master, no 
offence to either one of you, but I really wouldn’t want to be your travel agent. That, to 
me, is definitely a full-time job and in my mind, when I think of Scottish Rite, the word 
dedication comes to my mind and you two are definitely dedicated in the job that you 
are doing and are to be congratulated for your continued efforts and all you do for 
Scottish Rite and Masonry in general, and for that I salute you. 

Thank you, Brethren. 

SGC Brown: Thank you. Thanks so much. Now we can go back. 

GMC McComb escorted Her Worship Ellen Anderson into the Lodge Room 

GM Brethour: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it’s my pleasure to introduce to 
you and the Brethren present Her Worship Ellen Anderson, Mayor of Blue Mountain. 

SGC Brown: Welcome, Your Worship. You must feel a bit intimidated walking in here 
with a whole group of men. 
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HW Anderson: It’s quite strange. 

SGC Brown: That’s good to know. Very pleased to meet you and pleased that you’re 
here. 

HW Anderson: I am very pleased to meet you, as well. 

SGC Brown: I wanted to let you know - and again, I’m not sure exactly how much you 
do know about Scottish Rite Freemasonry, but there are several things that are very 
important to us and we emphasize about our service to the religion of our choice and 
worshiping our God. We talk about loyalty to our Order and what we do, and we also 
talk about service to our country. 

And there’s many, many distinguished men in this room that have shown that they have 
taken those words to heart and they have provided very prominent and meaningful 
service in the areas of church and state and Freemasonry. 

So we are always aware of service to one’s country and local area in terms of civic 
awareness and being a proud member of our community and realizing that that is part 
of our responsibility, as well. 

So we always make it a point of recognizing the civic authority in the area in which we 
meet, and we know that the time and energy that’s required to do that job and the 
personal sacrifice is something that we all should acknowledge. So we are very 
pleased that you are here. 

I think not all of us are first-time visitors here, but the vast, vast majority are. You have 
a wonderful town, of which I’m sure you’re going to tell us how proud you are, but we 
did want you to know that this is just a tremendous setting. This is the first time that 
we’ve held our annual Session away from a city, so it’s an experiment, and you can 
certainly take back to your civic government our appreciation of the facilities and, 
obviously, the foresight and insight of people in this area when this area was first 
established. 

The little plaque I saw somewhere said that this place sort of had its beginnings during 
the pre-war and war years, the Second World War, and so it’s been around for seventy- 
some years. 

So not knowing what you’re going to say, I hope I’m not stealing anything you might 
want to say, but I’d like to ask you to come and address the brethren. 

HW Anderson: Wonderful. 

SGC Brown: If you’d like to come here with me. 

HW Anderson: Thank you. Quite frankly, I never know what I’m going to say either. 
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SGC Brown: Right here. 


HW Anderson: Thank you. Oh, very good. Oh, you’re not going to let me have your 
chair? 

SGC Brown: I need you to know I never know what I’m going to say either. 

HW Anderson: Well, I am oh, so honoured to be here with these very distinguished 
gentlemen and fabulous representatives of spirit and hope and giving. 

It was interesting because I get my agendas and I called my deputy mayor and I said, 
‘Can you tell me what this is’. Like, ‘Who are these people’ and...? 

Well, and I got sort of a long explanation. I asked my deputy clerk. She’s, ‘Well, I really 
don’t know. There’s a lot of secrecy, it seems’. 

So I had a great chat with the gentlemen outside and the best news was they told me 
the room was full of men, so I’m really having a great morning here with you. It’s 
marvellous. 

And I shared with them, as well, that this week I spent time with the NHL referees, 
which again were all men, and I’m going to the military base this afternoon. So I’m 
having a great week. I really am. 

I’m thrilled to hear that you’ve been treated well here at the Blue Mountains and I’m 
very, very proud of this facility. The people who work here do their utmost to extend a 
welcome and hospitality to their guests and I’m really glad to hear that this has been a 
successful experience for all of you. I will certainly pass that along to the owners of 
Intrawest and Blue Mountain itself. I’ll actually be seeing them later today. 

A little bit of geography, if you would like. We are right now in the County of Grey. The 
County of Simcoe is visually very close by and most people that come here think that 
they’re actually in Collingwood, but they’re not. You’re actually in the Town of the Blue 
Mountains, which is an amalgamated community that is made up of numerous villages 
that are quite unique and very beautiful. We have a large amount of agriculture here 
and quite a lot of apples, but also beef and cash cropping, as well. 

Tourism, as you may have guessed, is one of our strongest employers and we work 
diligently to make sure that that continues. 

A little bit of history about that: Many years ago the - well, first of all I guess the 
factories started to close down, but most significantly, the Collingwood Shipyards closed 
down, which really employed hundreds and hundreds of people. When that industry 
left, it was quite devastating. 

Back then I was a lot younger. I was in politics - I was sharing this with the gentlemen 
earlier. In 1988 I was the mayor of Thornbury, which at the time I was the youngest 
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mayor in Canada and, I think, perhaps North America, and prior to that I had done a 
term on council. 

So when the industries closed down there was a massive move to try and figure out 
how on earth are we going to replace this economy and what do we have to offer. 

I was part of the Georgian Triangle Tourist Association, which is still alive and well, and 
I don’t want to talk about how old that is because it really is making me feel quite 
mature, but our vision then was just, okay, we have this fabulous thing called the 
mountain, which had done a certain amount of advertising. But what we had here was 
tourism. 

We worked diligently and the past councils, which would have been at that time 
Collingwood Township Council, which would have encompassed this, did a magnificent 
job of working with the interested developers. As a result, you see this. 

I, as the mayor of Blue Mountains, came in on the heels of all the good work that the 
Collingwood Township had done. 

So as a result of the Georgian Triangle Tourist Association, we now have hundreds of 
thousands of people that come here to visit and to play. We have approximately 7,000 
full-time residents and upwards of 17,000 full- and part-time accumulated. But we have 
about 75,000 that may come and play on the weekend. 

Blue Mountain itself, which is just out here, on one New Year’s Day had what they 
believed was 20,000 people on the hills here. Collectively throughout the area, though, 
we have numerous other ski industries. There’s Alpine, Craigleith, Toronto Ski Club, 
Georgian Peaks, Blue Mountain, Ostler Bluff. So you can imagine how many skiers and 
how many thousands of people that is, just skiing. 

We are a four seasons tourist destination, which means - and we’re recognized by the 
Province of Ontario for that - and so we have the bragging rights of the four seasons 
sports all the time. Cycling, hiking, there’s just under 300 kilometres of hiking and 
cycling trails just within the Town of Blue Mountains. 

That’s just a tiny bit, tiny bit of history. We struggle, of course, with the cost of living and 
MPAC looks at our properties as being quite unique and valuable, so the taxes here are 
quite high compared to some places, and that really provides us a lot of challenges to 
try and help and assist with affordable housing, which is a difficult thing because the 
wages don’t always match the cost of living here. 

So that’s just a little bit of history for you. 

I understand that there are people here from across Canada and I just am thrilled that 
you’re here. I hope that you come back and stay and play, and that goes out to all of 
you. 
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As to the people from the west, I’ve travelled there throughout my life at different times 
and I have to say I love it and the people there are so welcoming and friendly. 

Recently, the last few years, I was able to travel down east and met the most incredible 
people there. 

So I’ve always felt that Canada is the best place in the world. I still believe it is the best 
place in the world and I’m so pleased and so proud that I was invited here today to 
welcome all of you. 

I want to thank you for the good work that you do, the wonderful work that you will 
continue to do and the positive changes that you make in individuals’ lives from 
yesterday and onward. 

So thank you again very much. Have a wonderful day and God bless. 

SGC Brown: Your Worship, I’m going to accompany you out here in a moment, but I 
heard you mention the designation of four seasons. 

HW Anderson: Yes. 

SGC Brown: And I want you to know we’ve had three this week already. 

HW Anderson: Yes. It’s called manopause. It’s been wild, hasn’t it? 

SGC BROWN: We’ve had it - and I know it’s - well, we haven’t seen the fourth season, 
but I guess we’re getting close tonight again. 

HW Anderson: Well, there’s snow north of us. 

SGC BROWN: Oh, okay. 

HW Anderson: I think so, but I think we’ll let them keep it. 

SGC Brown: Well, I’m from Regina... 

HW Anderson: Okay. You’re used to it. 

SGC Brown: ...I got a call from my brother the other day, anxious call came up on my 
phone - and my brother never phones - and he said, ‘There’s a frost warning tonight. 
What do you want me to do with your plants’? I said, ‘Let 'em die’. It’s going to happen. 

So thank you so much for being with us. 

HW Anderson: Thank you very much. 
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SGC Brown: Brethren, this is not on anybody’s script, but you have been very 
attentive. It’s about ten-thirty and I know the danger of having a break, but I’m going to 
just have a short break for everybody’s convenience and I am going to, whether you’re 
back or not, in ten minutes, and if you’re not back please feel free just to pop back in. 
But I would like to give you all ten minutes to stretch and then we’ll resume right at 
twenty to eleven.

SGC Brown: Thank you, brothers. 

Brethren, I fully appreciate you being cognizant of the time. What has happened so far 
this morning I am personally very pleased with because it truly represents, I believe, the 
Masonic family. We all learn from each other and I’m so pleased that so many of the 
Masonic family are here and that we are truly in harmony within the confines of Canada. 

One of our responsibilities, as well, of course, is that we belong to a worldwide 
organization and we have Supreme Councils in many, many parts of the world. 

I had the opportunity to meet many of my peers, particularly on this last trip to 
Washington, D.C. and it’s just amazing the number of dedicated men throughout the 
world who dedicate their time and resources towards our work. 

In the Masonic fraternity there is a tradition of trying to foster communication between 
the Supreme Councils which we recognize and we like to always acknowledge that. 

So I’m going to ask for the roll call of the Grand Representatives and afterwards I’m 
going to call on Illustrious Brother Sam Kalinowsky to perhaps give a word or two from 
the Grand Representatives. 

So Illustrious Brother Gilkinson, would you proceed with that. 

GSG Gilkinson: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Brethren, when I call your names would you please rise, say present and remain in 
place until all have been identified. 

Roll Call of the Grand Representatives was called and regrets given for those absent. 
(See Page 274 for Grand Representatives List) 

Sovereign Grand Commander, that is the roll call of Grand Representatives. 

SGC Brown: Thank you, Illustrious Brother Gilkinson. 
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Illustrious Brother Sam, would you like to make a comment? Is it pre-emptive of me to 
suggest that the Grand Representatives take their seats? 

III. Bro. Kalinowsky: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
peers and Brethren, it is a singular pleasure and privilege to respond on behalf of the 
Grand Representatives of our Supreme Council. 

It is indeed a great honour for each of us to have been appointed to represent our 
Supreme Council to those around the world with whom we are in amity. 

While it is evident that the global world has shrunk considerably and travel to distant 
locations has been commonplace, we as Grand Representatives must often satisfy 
ourselves with communications via written or electronic means. 

Nevertheless, we value our fraternal relations with our respective organizations as we 
create a seamless link that binds Scottish Rite Masons worldwide. 

We extend our sincere and fraternal best wishes to the officers and members from the 
almost 60 Grand Jurisdictions with which we continue to foster fraternal relations, and 
we wish them continued success in all of their worthwhile endeavours. 

SGC Brown: Thank you, Illustrious Brother Kalinowksy. 

Brethren, I’m aware that we have a distinguished brother with us who is a proud 
member of Canadian Scottish Rite Freemasonry, but also has been honoured by his 
country of birth, the Czech Republic. They saw fit to bestow upon him the 33 rd Degree 
and we have made him an honorary member of our Supreme Council. If Illustrious 
Brother George Turek would just stand and be recognized, I’d appreciate it. 

I know he was here - he’s maybe one that did sneak out at the break. But those of you 
who know George, make sure you tell him that we wanted to recognize him. 

Brethren, I alluded to the big screen at the back of the Lodge room this morning and we 
have some exciting news about our website and I’m going to ask our Lieutenant Grand 
Commander if he could introduce us to the presentation we are about to receive. 

LGC McLean: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander, The Grand Master, special 
guests and members of Supreme Council, yes, we do have some exciting news and if 
you could direct your attention to the screen, you will recall - I think it was, oh, about a 
year ago - a committee was formed to take a look at the existing website and see what 
we could do and come up with some recommendations for improvement. 

We launched, in November, the www.scottishritecanada.ca website. We’ve got a lot of 
positive feedback with it, the look, the feel, and we said coming would be a section for 
the members. So that’s what we want to share with you today. We are launching that 
section. 
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Illustrious Brother Joe Chamberlain and Illustrious Brother Ken McComb, who are co¬ 
webmasters, and along with an organization called Mindpress, and we have a 
representative here, Patrick Kakala. 

Mindpress is the company that also does our Clarion Magazine, so they’ve been very 
good and very helpful to us. 

What Joe is going to demonstrate today is how you can log in to this member section 
and some examples of what you will see on it. Of course, it will grow as we come up 
with new things. It will be a really good communication piece. 

So I call on Joe at this time, if he could just walk through the log in process. So this is 
brand new, this is a first for you and of course when you go back home we’ll be sending 
out some e-mail communications of how all the members can log in to this thing. 

Thanks, Joe. 

III. Bro. Chamberlain: Sovereign Grand Commander, members of the Supreme Council, 
if you’ve logged in to the website within the last few months you’ll notice there is one 
item on the screen that says log in, and when you tried it you got absolutely nothing. 

Well, as of two weeks ago the log in now works. First you have to register with the 
office and user name, password, you get to select your own user name and your own 
password. When you do put it in, make sure you write it down. 

We do need a user name, your e-mail address, password, your first name and initial, 
your date of birth and telephone number. As soon as you click on the register it 
automatically sends an e-mail through to the Hamilton office. They check your request 
with the master database to make sure that you are a Scottish Rite Mason from Canada 
and they will authorize your password. So once you get that, you’re in. 

If you’re a regular 32° Mason or less, you have one section. There’s another section for 
Secretaries and Honorary Inspectors-General, and a third section for the Active and 
Past Active Members of Supreme Council. 

So that is about it, Illustrious Brother McLean. Like I say, you register, the request goes 
through to Hamilton, they authorize it and once they click on the button to authorize you 
as a user, you’re in. 

Thank you. 

LGC McLean: Thank you very much, Joe. And as you can see from the last slide, 
there is an example of some of the documents that will be on the members’ section, and 
of course that will grow. 

SGC Brown: Illustrious Brother Terry, I’m having a little trouble reading that from here. 
Could you just read out that list? 
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LGC McLean: I will. The statutes and regulations, the manual for officers, the deputies 
manual, the active members’ manual, form 19. 


What’s form 19? 

GSG Gilkinson: Electronic notices. 

LGC McLean: Electronic notices and the application for the Scottish Rite, and form 18. 

GSG Gilkinson: Again, with respect to internet notices and electronics. 

LGC McLean: Again, internet notices. And like I say, that list will grow. So I hope 
when you return home, or even faster, you can try the log in. 

Thank you very much, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Brown: Thank you, Lieutenant Grand Commander. 

We debated a little bit what we thought we should put in the members only area and we 
thought it was important that all our Scottish Rite members had an opportunity to know 
what are the responsibilities of an active member, what are the responsibilities of a 
deputy, and officers, what are their responsibilities. So I may, if I want to become 
involved in a leadership role, here’s what’s expected of me. 

So that’s there for all the members. There will be some areas that, again, are restricted 
to forms and information that the Valleys need for administrative purposes to the 
Secretaries, and then all Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, whether you can vote or 
not, there will be a section which will have documents which would normally be 
restricted to members of the Supreme Council. 

We will have, also, an area for the members of the Advisory Council for transmission of 
information and storage so that we can keep up with our affairs, as well. 

So I do encourage you to get on and I encourage you to tell others to do so, as well. 

I believe that in terms of the formal program this morning there’s something called an 
Allocution that I am about to share with you. But before doing that I just want to say a 
couple of things and allow for the opportunity for any announcements that are 
necessary. 

Your Supreme Council, over the last handful of years, at least, have been cognizant of 
comments, and we certainly solicit them from people who attend these sessions. You 
are weighing what we have to ceremonially, and the desire to meet new people, and 
spend time with spouses that have accompanied you, and so for this year we are trying 
a few things that are just a little bit different. 
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We have the Foundation banquet, which now certainly spouses and guests can attend. 
We try to keep our programming as concise as possible. We’ve got a location that 
lends itself to some free time and some fellowship in a more relaxed atmosphere. 

To that end, we have decided to shorten the Friday program as much as we possibly 
could. So we are not asking anybody to congregate for lunch and you can really do that 
with your spouse if you wish, or if you want to go for a drive or - I don’t know, it’s maybe 
a little too cold to golf today, I don’t know - but we just want to give you the maximum 
amount of free time before we have the banquet this afternoon. 

So that is why the program is set as it is. If you like it, be sure to let us know. If you find 
it wanting, be sure to let us know and we will do our best in future sessions as well. 

But we’re trying a few things out here. I got to leave my morning dress and my white tie 
at home so I didn’t have to find another suitcase, and that’s an experiment as well. So 
those of you who have had the pleasure of packing more than your wives to come here, 
you can let us know what you think about that, as well, when we poll you on that. 

III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson made a few announcements regarding the SGC Banquet 
and announced the head table. 

III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend announced that a meeting of the new 50 th Anniversary 
Committee will commence immediately after the General Session 

Well, Brethren, I’m kind of reluctant to do this. It’s incumbent upon me to hand over the 
gavel to the immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander and I’m hoping he’ll give it 
back to me afterwards. And I’m going to take a spare with me in case he decides not 
to. 

And I’m going to put this out because it tells me the time all the time, and so I’m going to 
try to be cognizant of that, as well. 

Well, Brethren, this is my first opportunity to formally address you and it’s not my 
intention to read everything that’s contained in this Allocution. I know that copies will be 
made available to you so that you can fill in the details when you leave. 

But I think the place to start is always to check what it is that you are supposed to do. 
So we rely on our Statutes to give us direction. 

So the first thing I saw, that there’s a provision in Article 22 of the Statutes and 
Regulations that indicates exactly what the Sovereign Grand Commander’s 
responsibilities are with respect to an Allocution. I’m just going to quote it. 

The SGC then reads Article 22 from the Statutes and Regulations.

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council, I am presenting my first Allocution “enumerating all rulings made, 
permissions and dispensations granted, and important official acts done during the year 
and recommending the legislation I (he) may deem necessary or expedient for the 
continued welfare of the Rite.” 

May I first offer you a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 139th Annual Session of 
our Supreme Council, held this year at the Blue Mountains Resort, Blue Mountain, 
Ontario just outside of Collingwood, Ontario and hosted by the Valley of Barrie. The 
Valley of Barrie also hosted the Session in 1997, but this is the first time we have met in 
a resort setting. The focus of a Supreme Council Session is three-fold, I believe. We 
must attend to our duties to report on our activities and to govern the Rite; to honour 
outstanding members of the Rite by designation as an Honorary or Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General or selection as a recipient of the John Ross Matheson Award; and to 
enjoy the fellowship afforded to each of us as members of our great Rite. You can be 
assured that you are “in the company of good men” when you become a member of the 
Craft and Scottish Rite, in particular. I believe that the organizing committee has taken 
all of this into account and we are all going to be part of an outstanding Session. 

To our candidates and their spouses, I extend our congratulations and best wishes on 
their election to the Supreme Council. 

It is also a pleasure to be in the company of our distinguished guests from within 
Scottish Rite Masonry and from our larger Masonic family. I am particularly pleased 
that the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario, M. W. 
Bro. Donald A. Campbell, is with us and that I may now refer to him as III. Bro. Don 
Campbell, 33°. 

The Valley of Barrie has a long and rich history. The Barrie Lodge of Perfection dates 
back to 1887 and the Spry Chapter of Rose Croix to 1891. The Barrie Consistory was 
constituted in 1977. In more recent years the Valley has instituted the Barrie Learning 
Centre. 

III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, who is an Active member of our Supreme Council and a 
member of the Valley of Barrie, recently addressed the members of his Valley and in 
part stated: “As a valley, we are active and vibrant - embracing events and initiatives 
that far surpass just holding reunions. Just look at some of the ventures we have 
undertaken over the past few years.

III. Bro. Phillip Hendry "Phil" Raymond 33 Q passed away on August 1, 2013 in Halifax. 
He was educated in the Halifax public schools and at Dalhousie University. 

Phil married the former Eula Verge on August 1, 1950. They had three sons Paul, Andy 
and John, daughters Jane and Mary. He was an active member of the Anglican Church 
of All Saints in Halifax.

III. Bro. Samuel Kalinowsky, 33° Past Active 

III. Bro. Sam Kalinowsky was received into Masonry in Royal Prince of Wales Lodge No. 
867 (UGLE) in Port of Spain, Trinidad in 1983, installed as Worshipful Master of 
Defenders Lodge No. 590 in 1991 and elected as DDGM of Ottawa District 2 in 1998-

Dispensations and Rulings 

Our Statutes and Regulations provides that a Deputy may request the Sovereign Grand 
Commander to allow a jurisdiction to nominate candidates, in excess of the standard 
3.0% to a maximum of 3.5% of the jurisdictional membership, to be considered for 
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election to be coroneted as Honorary Inspector-Generals. The Article also allows a 
Deputy to request the right to submit one nomination per province in situations where 
the 3.5% entitlement does not entitle a jurisdiction to nominate. 

In all cases where a request has been made, I have agreed to the extension of the 
number of candidates to be proposed. 

Several situations concerning the accommodation of candidates to receive degrees on 
alternate dates or in a sister Valley have been referred to me, and I believe in all 
situations the Deputy and I have been able to meet the needs of a candidate within the 
confines of our Statutes and Regulations. 

Official Visits and Special Attendances 

During the first year of my tenure I have had an opportunity to travel within a number of 
jurisdictions and made several trips to the United States of America. I thank all those 
who have assisted with my travel arrangements and the arranging of transportation and 
accommodation for me. It is indeed a privilege to be part of this very large Masonic 
Family.

John Ross Matheson Award 

Every year our Committee on Special Awards has a challenging but rewarding task, to 
undertake on our behalf, of selecting the finalists for this prestigious award. This award 
is named after a beloved Scottish Rite Mason who has exemplified a commitment of 
distinguished service to the Fraternity, his community, his country and mankind. 

This year the medal will be presented to two outstanding Brothers who have each made 
a great contribution to their respective valleys and communities. 


Supreme Council Initiatives 

When I was installed as your Sovereign Grand Commander last year in Winnipeg, I 
indicated to you that there were three areas that I believed our attention should be 
focused: Leadership, Communication and Membership. To that end, I asked our Lt. 
Grand Commander to review our Leadership Initiatives and our Grand Secretary- 
General to develop a Communication strategy. I would focus my attention on 
Membership. I will comment briefly on each area, realizing that more extensive reports 
will be discussed at these Sessions. 


It can be argued that with good Leadership and an effective Communication strategy, 
Membership growth will take place. These areas are closely related and as such, we 
have approached these topics as a team. 


The main initiative with respect to Leadership Development was the convening of the 
first ever Deputies’ Workshop held in Hamilton in April. The workshop provided the 
Deputies an opportunity to review their role, with particular emphasis on leadership 
development and succession planning; membership promotion, and developing 
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effective communication channels between themselves, Supreme Council and the 
Valleys. I am optimistic that in the months to come the Deputies will bring forward ideas 
for our consideration. 

Communication this past year has been enhanced by the launching of our new website 
in November, scottishritecanada.ca and the continuation of our annual publication of 
The Clarion which is sent to every Scottish Rite member in Canada. Communique has 
also proven to be an effective method to distribute timely information about Valley 
activities and Supreme Council Members, via email. Pamphlets have been finalized 
and distributed to assist with Membership Recruitment and to clarify the role and 
expectations we have for Honorary Inspector-Generals. A power point presentation to 
assist in membership recruitment has also been distributed. 

In my travels it has become apparent to me that all the Grand Lodges in Canada are 
experiencing a renewed interest in Freemasonry. This bodes well for Scottish Rite. As 
Master Masons begin to seek education and insight into the mysteries of Freemasonry, 

I hope that we can convince them that Scottish Rite can assist them with their personal 
Masonic journeys. The Master Masons in your Lodge need to know that you are a 
proud member of Scottish Rite Freemasonry, that you have benefited from your 
personal membership. If Master Masons know that many of the members of your 
Lodge are members of Scottish Rite, that the vast majority of Grand Masters and the 
members of the Grand Lines now serving in Canadian Jurisdictions are members, I am 
convinced they will give serious consideration to joining our ranks. It is incumbent on all 
Scottish Rite Masons, but most particularly the members of this Supreme Council to be 
active in their respective lodges and Grand Lodge Jurisdictions. Historically one in four 
Master Masons in the Province of Ontario is a member of Scottish Rite, that statistic is 
still valid today; unfortunately no other jurisdiction in Canada can claim that high 
percentage. I ask each of you to encourage the valleys in your area to examine their 
membership numbers and use this mark of “one in four” as a goal to be achieved. 

Order of DeMolav 

During this past year I have had several discussions about the promotion of the Order of 
DeMolay in Canada. I have had the opportunity to meet with the Grand Master of the 
International Supreme Council of the Order of DeMolay and the current and immediate 
Past Presidents of DeMolay Canada. I enjoyed the opportunity to attend the DeMolay 
Ontario Spring Conclave held in our Scottish Rite Cathedral. Scottish Rite has always 
been a strong supporter of DeMolay and I look forward through further discussions to 
seek out ways how we may be of support to DeMolay Canada’s efforts to promote the 
growth of DeMolay in Canada. DeMolay Chapters can currently be found in the four 
Western provinces, Ontario and New Brunswick. 

Fraternal Relations 

As Past Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33° stated last year “It is 
important to maintain strong ties not only with our own Scottish Rite family, but the 
entire family of Freemasonry.” Our Committee of Fraternal Relations, chaired by III. 
Bro. John Lawer, 33°, continues to provide us with wise counsel. I hope that before my 
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term as Sovereign Grand Commander ends, I will have the opportunity to represent our 
Supreme Council at several international meetings. I was most pleased to represent you 
at the commemoration of the 275th Anniversary of Freemasonry in Canada which was 
hosted by the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia and the 200th Anniversary Commemoration 
of the establishment of the Supreme Council of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the 
United States of America recently held in Washington, D.C. 

I had hoped to complete my study of our appointments of Grand Representatives to our 
Supreme Council; unfortunately this has not happened to date. It is my intent to confirm 
the desire of our current Grand Representatives to continue in their appointments and 
make recommendations to fill vacancies. 

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

Since we last met three Learning Centres have held their official openings. The 
Supreme Council was represented at the Opening of the Calgary Learning Centre in 
September and the Moncton Learning Centre in June by Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Matt Todd, 33° as I was unable to attend due to previous 
commitments. I did, however, have the privilege of attending the official opening of the 
Edmonton Learning Centre in May. I congratulate the three Valleys for their 
tremendous commitment to this undertaking. 

I attended the two meetings of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and look forward to supporting its President, Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Bob Townshend, 33° in any way I can to ensure the continued 
success of our Foundation and our eight Learning Centres. I know we are all looking 
forward to celebrating the 50th Anniversary of the establishment of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation when we next meet in Halifax, Nova Scotia in September, 2014. 

Conclusion 

Well - one down and two to go! Where has this first year gone? 

It has been a tremendous honour to serve you this past twelve months. It has been 
busy, challenging, humbling and inspiring. It truly has been a team effort. The three 
new kids on the block, Lt. Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry Mclean, 33°, the Grand 
Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° and I have spent countless hours on the 
telephone, the Internet and in personal meetings trying to figure out how we can best 
serve the needs of Scottish Rite in Canada. We soon discovered that we did not have 
all the answers and our very grateful to our tremendous Hamilton Office Staff for 
keeping us on task. The Advisory Council and the Charitable Foundation Board of 
Directors have provided wise counsel and the Deputies are taking up the challenge of 
championing our Leadership, Communication and Membership initiatives. 

I look forward to visiting a number of valleys in the next twelve months. To date I have 
attended several social occasions which have given me an opportunity to meet many 
members and their spouses and I have witnessed several degrees. In May I had the 
opportunity to shake the hands of the 85 new members of Moore Consistory. I was truly 
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pleased to have been afforded that privilege. At that Reunion several candidates were 
asked to speak about their experience at the Reunion. One brother concluded his 
remarks with the following story, which I had not previously heard. I think it bears 
repeating. To me it epitomizes the purpose of Scottish Rite Freemasonry.

Taylor, Deputy Ontario, Active and Past Active Members of Supreme Council, Honorary 
Inspectors-General, Distinguished Visitors seated at the Head Table, Reverend Sirs, 
ladies and my brethren. Thank you III. Bro. Kenneth Rutherford for your kind 
introduction. 

When I received my 32nd degree, I thought nothing could be more inspirational. The 
father and son lesson had a strong impact on me as a father and as a son. I did not 
anticipate that the lessons of the 33rd degree could surpass the impact of the 32nd 
degree, but it has. 

We understand emphatically after being honoured with a 33rd degree our obligation of 
continual performance of duties and the expectation that the laboring in the lodge is a 
prerequisite to wearing this jewel with honour. 

Let me tell you how I was introduced to Masonry. Some of you may have had the same 
experience. Some fifty years ago, I remember my father and mother going around the 
house to make sure everything was just perfect. This was no easy feat because my 
three brothers and I were under the age of 10 years. When asked why, I was told that 
two men were coming over to meet with dad, to see if he was worthy to be a Mason. 
When the time arrived and the 2 men entered our home, my mother had to leave, go to 
the neighbours and the kids were shuffled off to the basement. 

My dad became a Mason, and shortly after, I noticed the Masonic ring he wore and the 
monthly summons he received, and eventually, which I found out later, notices he 
received from his Scottish Rite Valley. 

I notice he wore a strange ring. It was a wide gold band similar to a wedding ring. What 
made it different was the device of an equilateral triangle with a little squiggle inside the 
borders. My curiosity got the better of me, when I noticed that several of his close 
friends wore the same ring, I pointed to his ring and asked: “What’s that.” His answer: 
“That’s a secret.” “Well what does it mean?” His reply: “If I told you, it wouldn’t be a 
secret anymore, would it? (Bearing in mind this was 1962). 

I loved trying to read and understand his Scottish Rite summonses. I would point to the 
different numbers at the end of members’ name, pointing to the number 32 at the end of 
my father’s name. I noticed the numbers like 14, 18 and 32. I further noticed, some, 
not many, had the number 33 after their names. When I asked my dad why he didn’t 
have a 33 at the end of his name, he replied it was only given out to very few and 
special men. When I asked my dad if he was going to get his 33rd Degree, he replied: 
“No, I don’t think so son.” “Why not!” I would ask. And I never forgot his answer. “Very 
few men get to be a 33rd Degree Mason. It is only given to devoted men who work very 
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hard for Freemasonry exemplifying the values of a good man and a good citizen. And 
that was my first impression of a 33rd Degree Mason, very few of them, who were all 
good men and lived a good life. People who I knew and respected, and I am proud to 
say, they had an impact on my life. 

I sincerely thank you Sovereign Grand Commander for giving me the honour and 
privilege of saying a few words on behalf of my colleagues, the newest Honorary 
Inspectors-Generals, 33 Degrees representing the many Valleys across our country at 
the 139th Annual Session of the Supreme Council of Canada hosted by the Valley of 
Barrie. 

The Class of 2013 congratulates the Scottish Rite Brethren in the Valley of Barrie for 
including our late brother, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 33rd Degree, Deputy of Ontario, 
as the Honorary Chairman of the 139th Annual Session in his memory and having his 
wife June and daughter with us this evening.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada (the “organization”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central 
administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Basis of presentation 

The organization has prepared these financial statements in accordance with Canadian 
accounting standards for not-for-profit organizations. 

Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other 
institutions and term deposits with maturities of three months or less. 


Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. 
For financial instruments subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is 
adjusted by the amount of the related financing fees and transaction costs. Transaction costs 
and financing fees relating to financial instruments that are measured subsequently at fair value 
are recognized in operations in the year in which they are incurred. 

Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or 
amortized cost (less impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an 
active market, which must be measured at fair value. The organization has also irrevocably 
elected to measure its investments in bonds at fair value. All changes in fair value of the 
organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active market and in bonds are recorded in 
the statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at amortized cost are cash 
and cash equivalents, accounts receivable and accounts payables. 

For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses 
whether there are any indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the 
organization determines that there is a significant adverse change in the expected timing or 
amount of future cash flows from the financial asset, it recognizes an impairment loss in the 
statement of operations. Any reversals of previously recognized impairment losses are 
recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs.

Capital assets 

Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight- 
line basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special 
Candidates Fund in the year in which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue of the unrestricted fund when received or receivable if 
the amount to be received can be reasonably estimated and collection is reasonably assured. 

Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts 
received in advance are recorded as deferred revenue. 

Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is 
reasonably assured. 

Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations. 

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial 
statements at each statement of financial position date to assess the need for 
revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the preparation of 
these financial statements require management’s best estimate. 

Management determines these estimates based on assumptions that reflect 
the most probable set of economic conditions and planned courses of action. 

These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net 
income as appropriate in the year they become known. 

Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts.

3. First-time adoption of Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit 
organizations 

These financial statements are the first financial statements for which the 
organization has applied the Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit 
organizations (ASNPO). The date of transition to ASNPO is June 1,2011. 
The accounting policies presented in Note 2 to the financial statements were 
used to prepare the financial statements for the year ended May 31,2013, 
the comparative information and the opening statement of financial position 
as at the date of transition. 

The transition to ASNPO did not result in any material adjustments to the 
previously reported assets, liabilities, net assets, and excess of revenue over 
expenses of the organization. The transition to ASNPO did not result in any 
adjustments to the statement of cash flows. 

Section 1501 - First-time Adoption by Not-for-Profit Organizations, contains 
optional exemptions to full retrospective application of ASNPO which the 
organization may use upon transition. 

The organization has elected to designate its investments in bonds to be 
measured at fair value at the date of transition. Under ASNPO, changes in 
the fair value of financial instruments measured at fair value are recorded in 
the statement of operations. Previously, the bonds were classified as held- 
for-trading, were measured at fair value and unrealized fair value gains and 
losses were recorded in the statement of operations.

9. Contingency 

The organization sponsored the 2010 World Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of 
the various Supreme Councils throughout the world. The conference, which was held in 
Toronto in May, 2010, was designed to be self-sustaining financially. In 2011, the organization 
paid for a deficit in the amount of $ 11,826. It is projected there will be further expenses 
ranging from $ 5,000 to $ 10,000 which the organization will fund. There is insufficient 
evidence to determine a reasonable estimate of the amounts; therefore no liability has been 
recorded in the financial statements. 


10. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign 
exchange rates, equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organization is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non¬ 
trading activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of 
the organization and every investment transaction is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

Interest rate risk 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will 
fluctuate because of changes in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest 
rate risk with respect to investments in bonds. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations 
associated with its financial liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to 
liquidate assets in a timely manner at a reasonable price. The organization is, therefore, 
exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its accounts payable. Management manages liquidity 
risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily basis.

Report of the 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33 Q of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2013, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $ 1,612,746 compared to $ 1,562,311 as at May 31, 2012. The increase in the 
net assets in the amount of $ 50,435 is represented by an operating excess of 
expenses over revenue of $ 32,062 minus a year end adjustment for unrealized gain on 
investments in the amount of $ 82,497 for a net excess of revenue over expenses in the 
amount of $ 50,435. 
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During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital gain of $ 6,784 as compared to a net capital loss of $ 
8,149 in 2012 together with investment income of $ 63,894 [2012 - $ 75,684], The total 
of investment income and net capital gains [losses] in the amount of $ 70,678 [2012 - $ 
67,535] was $ 4,322 short of the budgeted amount of $ 75,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,525,113 at market value as 
at May 31, 2013. Note: additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, 
which represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and 
the Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $ 56,281 and $ 1,514 respectively for a 
total of $ 57,795, thus bringing the total investment portfolios to $ 1,582,908 as at May 
31,2013 as compared to $ 1,556,810 as at May 31,2012. The cash on hand as at May 
31, 2013 was the result of net cash from maturities and purchases of investments 
together with investment income accumulated in the cash accounts of the two portfolios.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue to work 
within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage 
the portfolios generally within a maximum 50% / 50% split of fixed income to equity 
securities. Information provided by R.B.C. Dominion Securities indicates that for fiscal 
2013, the General Investment Portfolio experienced an annual overall rate of return of 
9.59% and the Special Candidates’ Fund experienced an annual overall rate of return of 
17.39%. 


We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements 
of ART .35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
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Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
the investment income there from become meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to the Supreme Council, however 
during fiscal 2013, cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of 
$ 132,000 from the General Investment Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account. 

General Comments 

Despite the ongoing concerns with respect to the U.S. and European economies and 
the general slow down in the Canadian economy, your Trustees are pleased with the 
overall performance of the investment portfolios and we continue to remain positive with 
respect to fiscal 2014. 

Last year, Supreme Council saw fit to amend the Supreme Council “Investment Plan" to 
allow for an asset mix to a maximum of 50% equity positions and 50% fixed income 
positions. Since late last autumn, we have gradually altered the portfolios to achieve 
that mix. As such, the total increased investment income anticipated as result of this 
change has yet to be achieved; however fiscal 2014 should see the perceived benefit. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and their representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. 
Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. Dominion Securities for their assistance, interest and 
availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing 
engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolios and 
provide for our investment needs.

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Report of the Deputy For 

ALBERTA & THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report on the conditions and activities of the five Valleys in 
Alberta and the Northwest Territories. 

We were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are inscribed in the 
obituary records of our Annual Proceedings. Their contributions to Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry will be sorely missed. To their families, we extend our deepest 
sympathies. 

Valley of Calgary 

September was a special time for the Brethren of the Valley of Calgary. The Learning 
Centre was officially opened on the 16 th . Many years of hard work came to fruition. 
Congratulations to the numerous members who worked so hard to bring this project 
forward. 

The 56 th Fall Assembly of Southalta Consistory took place November 5, 9 and 10. 
There were 11 candidates. The 19°, 20°, 22°, 29°, 30°, 31°, and 32° were conferred. 
The Valley of Lethbridge conferred the 22° for the Valley of Calgary. The annual 
Christmas Party, held at Freemasons’ Hall, took place on December 17. 

February saw the 93 rd Annual Reunion of the Calgary Lodge of Perfection and the 
degrees conferred on 22 candidates. This was double from the previous year. 
Hopefully membership is on the rise in Calgary. The degrees conferred either at the 
Reunion or over the course of the year were the 4°, 5°, 7°, 13°, and 14°. The 5° was 
conferred by a degree team from the Valley of Medicine Hat.

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys of Barrie, 
Hamilton, Kingston, Ottawa, Peterborough and Toronto. 

We were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are inscribed in the 
obituary records of these proceedings. We miss their presence at our gatherings and 
remember and honour their contributions to the Fraternity. 

Barrie 

Membership in the bodies in the Valley of Barrie stand at 1,494; a decrease of 7 for the 
Lodge of Perfection, 1,404; a decrease of 8 for the Chapter Rose Croix and 1,619 for 
the Consistory; an increase of 14. 

Spry Chapter of Rose Croix held the Easter Ceremonies at 7 locations (Barrie, 
Bracebridge, Newmarket, Orillia, Owen Sound, Parry Sound and Stayner) throughout 
the jurisdiction with 234 attending the Maundy Thursday ceremony and 191 attending 
on Easter Sunday. These were very similar attendance numbers to the previous year. 

The Fall 2012 Reunions were named in honour of III. Bro. Doug Culham, 32° and the 
Spring 2013 Reunions were named in honour of III. Bro. John Slessor, 33°. 

Congratulations are due to III. Bro. David Ferrie, 33°, III. Bro. Chris Hedges, 33° and III. 
Bro. Steve McIntyre, 33°, and as Barrie Valley's newest Honorary Inspectors-General. 
Also to III. Bros. Michael Coyle, 32°, Douglas Crawford, 32° and Dale Hunter, 32°, Brian 
Johnson, 32°, Christopher Toole, 32°who were nominated to receive the 33rd degree in 
Blue Mountain, Ontario in September 2013. 

The Valley of Barrie Learning Centre is now in its fourth year of operation and is 
presently tutoring 15 students with a waiting list for tutoring. They are actively looking 
for additional tutors. The Ceremony of Dedication of the Learning Centre along with the 
first Graduation Ceremony was held in the Fall 2012. The event was well attended. 
There were two more graduates from the Learning Centre in 2013. 

The major fundraiser for Learning Centre is the Polar Bear Lottery. There will be a 
Grand Prize of $20,000 to be drawn on November 30, 2013. In addition there are prizes 
of 2 x $5,000 and 5 x $2,000. A big thank you to the members of the Valley of Barrie for 
their continued support of the Learning Centre. 
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As Deputy, I attended a number of meetings in the Valley during the year. 

The TRIANGLE, newsletter for the Barrie Valley, is now in its 6 th year of publication and 
continues to be an excellent publication. The stories and photos publicize the activities 
and messages of the Rite to members in distant communities throughout the Valley's 
jurisdiction. In addition, the Valley of Barrie website (http://barrievalleyscottishrite.com) 
continues to be an excellent source of information. 

The Valley of Barrie is active with a number of events. Masons Day this year had 36 
Master Masons in attendance from around the jurisdiction. The Annual Supreme 
Council meeting in May saw 108 members, spouses and widows in attendance. The 
16 th Annual Pig Roast in August was also well attended. This event which was well 
attended is used to raise funds to support the Valley’s props and regalia departments. 
The Valley also has Craft Lodge Degree Teams. This year this initiative was expanded 
from two to six teams that conferred degrees throughout the jurisdiction. A new 
initiative is coming this fall, a "Scottish Rite Education Evening." 

The Valley of Barrie is proud to be the hosting the 2013 Annual Session at Blue 
Mountain Resorts in Blue Mountains, Ontario. The various committees have been 
formed and are hard at work under the guidance of III. Bro. John Imrie, 33°. 

Special thanks for III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, Active Member from the Valley of 
Barrie for his continued support. 

Hamilton 

The Valley of Hamilton has had a very successful year. Over the last year, 26 
candidates have been initiated into the Murton Lodge of Perfection. Hamilton Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix initiated 16 candidates and Moore Sovereign Consistory initiated 
115 candidates. This represents an increase in new candidates for the Valley of 
approximately 15% over last year. 

Unfortunately, no members of the Hamilton Valley became Honorary Inspectors- 
General at the annual session in Winnipeg in September, 2012. The Valley is delighted, 
however, that three of its members will receive their 33rd degree at the Supreme 
Council Session at Blue Mountains in September, 2013. We extend our congratulations 
to III.

At the Spring Assembly of Moore Sovereign Consistory on May 10 and 11, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard A. H. Brown, 33° paid his official visit to 
the Valley of Hamilton. III. Bro. Brown had a wonderful message for the candidates and 
members of the Valley. At closing on Saturday evening, there was a strong sense that 
the Assembly had been most rewarding for all concerned. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander also paid a visit to the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter 
of Rose Croix on November 7, 2012. This was also a most rewarding experience for 
the Valley. 
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As Deputy for Ontario, I paid an official visit to the Valley at the Spring Assembly of the 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix on March 28. 

Once again, the Hamilton Valley through the Scottish Rite Club hosted a very 
successful Golf Tournament on August 16, 2012. III. Bro. Gary Magwood, 32° deserves 
a great deal of credit for making this event happen on an annual basis. 

Murton Lodge of Perfection hosted “Breakfast at the Rite” once again on December 1, 

2012. As always, the function was a huge success with well over 300 attendees 
including jolly old St. Nick himself. St. Nick has been coming here for so long on the 
first Saturday in December that "Breakfast at the Rite" is now the first official function 
every year in Santa’s "North Pole Almanac". 

Murton Lodge of Perfection also hosted the annual Spaghetti Dinner on Friday April 12, 

2013. The officers of the Lodge rolled up their sleeves in the kitchen and a good time 
was had by all. 

Looking forward, the Valley has not hosted a "Master Mason’s Night" for several years, 
but there is one planned for February 4, 2014. This promises to be a great evening and 
we are confident the results will be rewarding for the Valley. 

The Valley of Hamilton would particularly like to thank our four Active Members of 
Supreme Council, III. Bros. Allard B. Loopstra, Victor Lepp, Robert S. Whitmore and H. 
Edward Standish, for all of their efforts on behalf of the Valley. The Hamilton Valley 
Advisory Committee, the coordinating body for the Hamilton Valley, is continuing the 
process of taking a critical look at many aspects of the operation of the Valley. Our 
Active Members always play a pivotal role in providing guidance and support to the 
committee as it carries out this important task. As always, we are looking forward to the 
upcoming year with great anticipation. 

Kingston 

The year in the Kingston Valley began with the visit of the Deputy for Ontario. I had an 
opportunity to have lunch with the HIGs of the Valley and to discuss some issues with 
them and to hear their thoughts on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valley of Kingston. 
During the afternoon, with III. Bros. Trousdale and Thornton, we had the opportunity to 
visit with III. Bro. John Matheson, 33°. Dinner was with the officers of the Lodge and 
Chapter. I was officially received into the Lodge of Perfection where the 4th degree was 
conferred on the candidates. The Deputy’s visit is important to the Valley as it allows 
the opportunity for discussion and for members to voice any concerns they may have. 

The Valley of Kingston is somewhat unique in that degrees are conferred, one degree 
per month, over a period of two years, the Lodge of Perfection degrees the first year 
and the Chapter Rose Croix degrees the second year. Members then travel to Hamilton 
or Ottawa to obtain their consistory degrees. This year marked the first attempt at 
having a reunion weekend to confer the degrees of the Rose Croix. The reunion went 
well and the degrees were portrayed in an excellent manner. By all indications, they will 
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not be having a reunion weekend this year because it is too much work for too few 
people. Many thanks to III. Bros. Don Thornton and Steve Hannah for their hard work to 
make the event a success. 

Other highlights in the year were annual visits to Belleville and Brockville where 
Degrees were conferred. These visits are necessary and important because it helps the 
brethren in the East and West to feel a part of our Valley. The Valley is working to get 
more involvement at the Belleville meeting and is working to have more Peterborough 
District members become involved in the Degree. 

As always, the Christmas Ladies night was a big success. The food was delicious, the 
music was great and everyone had a wonderful time. 

This year 4 Brethren received their 14th Degree and 2 received their 18th Degree. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. John Trousdale, 33°, Active Member and to III. Bro. Donald R. 
Thornton, 33°, Past Active Member for their continued support. 

Ottawa 

During the year, the Valley experienced continuing declines in membership in Lodge, 
Chapter and Consistory. The Lodge of Perfection held 7 meetings, attracted 8 new 
members but, regrettably lost a total of 28 due to deaths, withdrawals and suspensions 
for a net loss of 20, resulting in an adjusted membership of 447. Murray Chapter of 
Rose Croix had 6 meetings, had 6 new members, but lost 29, for a net change of 23 
with a total membership of 421. The Consistory had 4 meetings, attracted 6 new 
members, but declined by 34, for a net loss of 28 and an adjusted membership of 500. 
This reflects a continuing trend over the last number of years which has led the 
Executive Committee, Senior Officers and Honorary Inspectors-General to undertake a 
survey to ascertain what can be done to redress what appears to be a chronic situation. 

On the recommendation of the Valley Honorary Inspectors-General, a Committee was 
established, under the Chairmanship of Alan Arbuckle, 33°, to explore ways of 
recruiting, retaining and revitalizing membership in the Scottish Rite in the Valley of 
Ottawa. A short survey was developed, sent to all members in advance and followed 
up with phone calls from HIGs who received responses from about 200 members. The 
results obtained from direct contact with 37% of the members were analyzed, showing 
some key indicators: 

64% thought that Scottish Rite was important to them 

- impediments to attendance included driving, night meetings, illness, etc. age, 
distance and time seem to be the important factors 

- how to get an increase in attendance emphasized more education (28%) and 
more socials (31%) 

- support for a Learning Center was 67%. Other questions asked in the survey 
yielded more general results 
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Now that the membership had spoken, the Committee proceeded to start the 
implementation of the findings, some examples of which are: 

Masonic Education at Meetings, before degree work, on the webpage and via Email 
Socials before or after all meetings were held, banquets at the 14, 18, 32 degrees and 
Maundy Thursday and plans set in place for a Scottish Rite Harvest Ball in October, 
2013 

- more timely news and articles on our web page 

- Master Mason Night hosted by a Craft Lodge to introduce Scottish Rite to 
Masons at large 

- formation of a Degree Team is in progress to confer the MM Degree at Craft 
Lodges, on request 

- changes to the Summons to include social and educational events 

The Work of the Implementation Committee has been subsumed by the Executive 
Committee which oversees and reports on progress regarding the various initiatives. 

A Committee of 4 (Arbuckle, Kalinowsky, Christie and Bouchard) has reviewed the 
requirements for establishing a Learning Centre in Ottawa, as stipulated in the 
Handbook and is proceeding with a determination of the financial, structural, technical, 
training and volunteer requirements. A PowerPoint Presentation has been developed to 
adequately sensitize and inform Scottish Rite Masons and Masons within the Masonic 
Family prior to a motion being put forward to proceed or not. The committee is planning 
a visit to the Barrie Learning Center to get a “hands-on” picture of what in involved in 
proceeding with this important initiative. 

A concerted effort has been mounted to more effectively communicate with Scottish 
Rite Brethren in the Valley of Ottawa. 51% now receive the Summons electronically 
and hence, represent a significant proportion who can receive email information, 
Masonic education, announcements, and “teaser messages” prior to the portrayal of 
degrees and information on Learning Centers. The Valley webpage 
(http://ottawavalleyscottishrite.com) is proving to be a useful tool in continuing 
messaging to the membership as is Facebook with announcements and pictures. 

Given that the annual intake of new members is fairly small, the Valley is experiencing 
recycling of Officers in Lodge, Chapter and Consistory, to varying degrees. This creates 
a certain lack of vitality which would be enhanced with new faces, new ideas and new 
approaches to the solving of chronic problems. Similarly, many of the Directors of 
Degrees and Cast Members have been delivering quality productions for long periods of 
time, resulting in “aging” in the capacity for delivering quality portrayals of the various 
degrees. “New blood” is urgently needed. 

Other News from Valley of Ottawa 

a) an Official Visit by the Deputy for Ontario, III. Gareth Taylor 33° was one of the 
highlights of the year. After a Banquet and a stirring message by the Deputy, the 
Ottawa Lodge of Perfection portrayed the 14th degree 
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b) the Active Member, Samuel Kalinowsky, 33° was honoured to present a Scottish 
Rite Deputy’s Award of $1,000 to Simon Hill, a Master’s degree student at 
Carleton University in Ottawa, doing research in the field of Autism 

c) the Valley of Ottawa is actively engaged in the “Penny for Your Thoughts 
Campaign” and more than $1,000 has been collected 

Much has been accomplished through the diligent efforts of the Revitalization Group, 
the Executive Committee, the Committee for a Learning Center in Ottawa and the 
supreme commitment and motivation of the Honorary Inspectors-General. However, 
the task has just begun. Every Scottish Rite member in the Valley of Ottawa must rise 
up to the clarion call to duty, to become engaged, to participate in the preservation of 
the timeless vitality of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valley of Ottawa. Working 
together as a Team, will secure future success. 

Sam Kalinowsky, 33° Active Member for his support and 
efforts promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Peterborough 

The Valley hosted its annual golf tournament fundraiser at the Warkworth Golf and 
Country Club on Friday August 10, 2012. The event was well attended and all proceeds 
raised were donated to the Barrie Learning Centre at the Valley’s Fall Reunion. Many 
thanks were due to III. Bros. Grant Brummell, Blain Moffat, Kevin Fudge and all others 
who supported the event and helped to make it a success. 

The Fall Reunion of the Peterborough Lodge of Perfection was held October 26 and 27, 
2012 and that of the Peterborough Chapter of Rose Croix took place on November 3. 
We had a number of candidates who advanced in Masonic learning as a result of 
attending the Valley’s Master Mason Night the previous spring. Over 50% of the class 
was exposed to that sampling of what the Scottish Rite has to offer a seeker of more 
light.
